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Major £85m shops plan 
is ditched by councillors

A SCHEME to build a multi-million- 
pound shopping complex on the 
outskirts of Maidstone, which 
would have boasted a Waitrose and 
Debenhams store, has been 
thrown out by council chiefs. 

The plans for the Newnham 
Court site - currently occupied by 
Notcutts just off junction seven of 
the M20 - would have seen an 
investment of £85 million, with 
some 17 other stores built on an 
expanded site and some 1,500 jobs 
created. 

But it was fiercely criticised by 
many, who pointed at it delivering 
a huge blow to the traditional town 
centre. Other concerns revolved 
around increased traffic and the 
environmental impact. 

Expansion of a nearby medical 
centre on the back of the plans 
would, it is claimed, have created a 
further 2,500 positions. 

But when the proposal was put 
before Maidstone Borough Council 
on Thursday night, it was rejected. 

Lester Hampson of developer 
Land Securities said he was bitterly 
disappointed at the decision. 

He told KoS: “This is a lost 


opportunity for Maidstone. 
Together with the medical campus 
project on adjoining land, our two 
schemes would have created 
around 4,000 new jobs for the 
county town, but councillors have 
turned their backs on that. That is 
a great shame. 

“We will now take time to 
consider our options before making 
any final decisions.” 

He refused to rule out an appeal. 

The council’s planning 
committee agreed with its officers, 


who recommended refusing the 
plans, and rejected it eight votes to 
three on the grounds of impact on 
business and the environment. 

Objections came from all 
directions, including the parish 
councils at Boxley and Detling, and 
even Medway Council was 
concerned about the effect it would 
have on its own high streets. 

The planning officers said Land 
Securities had not followed the 
government advice for what is 
called a sequential test, where 


town centres are properly 
examined for development before 
more rural locations. 

As part of the plans, the existing 
site would have been flattened and 
extended into neighbouring land 
to provide a retail hub. 

The medical campus is 
spearheaded by private hospital the 
Kent Institute of Medicine and 
Surgery. It says failure to win 
permission may see it look at other 
sites instead, possibly at Ashford or 
Kings Hill. 





Decision to close beds at 
Pilgrims Hospice set for 
review after backlash 


Fears of domestic abuse rise 
during the Brazil World Cup 


THE Pilgrims Hospice is reviewing its 
bed closure plans at its Canterbury 
site due to an increasingly hostile 
reaction from fund-raisers and 
supporters. 

The hospice runs three centres 
across east Kent - in Ashford, 
Margate and the cathedral city. 

But it sparked fury when it 
announced plans to close inpatient 
beds in Canterbury by 2016 and 
instead focus on in-home care. 

At a meeting in the city earlier this 
month, hundreds of those attending 
stood up and left as a mark of protest. 

Now, this week, public meetings in 
Margate and Ashford have been 
cancelled. 

The chairman of the board of 
trustees, Dr Richard Morey, said: 

“We are becoming painfully aware of 
how our incredibly loyal supporters 
feel about the ‘Future Hospice’ 
programme and we want them all to 
know that we are revisiting the 
proposed programme with a view to 
finding solutions to the problems 
that we are facing. 


“We have been reading letters full 
of heartfelt concern from our 
supporters and we have been alerted 
to the Facebook campaign and 
petition, all of which have prompted 
us to take immediate action. 

“We acknowledge that we have not 
communicated sufficiently to date 
and will be rectifying this by 
communicating to our supporting 
community more regularly through 
the local media and also through 
Facebook.” 

Trustee Sarah Andrews added: “I 
was extremely concerned at the 
depth of public feeling I witnessed at 
the meeting. 

“We are taking this very seriously 
indeed. We must listen to our 
supporting community and that is 
the right way forward. “ 

Officials at the hospice organisa¬ 
tion held talks on Thursday night, 
behind closed doors, to discuss what 
it should do in light of the review. 

However, on Friday, there was no 
word on the outcome of the meetings.

Boy racers to be targeted in 
latest police dispersal zone 
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Thousands ready to cash in on crossing saving 


MORE than 9,000 motorists are poised to open 
accounts for the new free-flowing Dartford tolls when 
they go live later this year. 

The Highways Agency says thousands have signed 
up already for regular email updates about how to 
take advantage of discounted toll costs when the new 
system activates in October. 

Designed to reduce congestion at the crossing, 


cameras will instead identify every car travelling 
through the tunnel, with motorists having to pay either 
online, via text or in selected retailers within 24 hours 
of using the route. 

An agency spokesman told us: “There will be 
discounts available, similar to the existing Dart Tag 
customers, where under the current prices of £2 cash, 
it is reduced to £1.33.” 



White horse statue looks 
set to fall as £12m hurdle 
proves too high to leap

A £ 12 MILLION shortfall in funding 
means an ambitious statue, de¬ 
signed to rival that of the Angel of 
the North, has all but been scrapped. 

Unveiled in 2009, the Mark Wall- 
inger-designed white horse was due 
to have been built at Ebbsfleet and 
become a powerful symbol of the 
county. 

But times have changed since 
then and with budget cuts across the 
nation, spending that sort of money 
on a 50m-tall statue - as tall as 
Nelson’s Column in Trafalgar 
Square - has proved nigh-on impos¬ 
sible to justify. 

One of the structure’s former 
supporters was Gareth Johnson, MP 
for Dartford, who now realises the 
project needs to be reviewed. 

Conservative MP Mr Johnson 
said: “The combination of escalating 
costs associated with it and the 
recession which hit at the same time 
is what I believe to be the main rea-

son behind why it hasn’t been built. 

“We will have to wait to see if in 
the future it can become a viable 
project again.” 

It’s understood Turner Prize-win¬ 
ning artist Mr Wallinger still wants 


to push ahead and have the enor¬ 
mous horse placed next to the A2. 

Previously, he said: “It just takes 
time. Various hurdles come along 
and we have to keep plugging away, 
but I think we will get there.” 

The owner of much of the land in 
the Ebbsfleet area is a company called 
Land Securities. 

A spokesman there said: “At the 
moment, there isn’t funding for it. If 
someone comes up with the money, 
then it can certainly be considered. 

“Back in 2009, we funded a feasi¬ 
bility study, but it is now down to the 
artist to come up with the money to 
build it. 

“We put a lot of money in to public 
art and we have a large horse at our 
new shopping centre in Leeds. 

“It seems the lack of money is a 
sign of the times. 

“If further down the road things 
change then it will be looked at again. 

“It has got to be right for the times 
- it is a pretty fair sign that the 
money has not been forthcoming.” 

The popular Angel of the North is 
in Gateshead.

Youth crime 
tsar ‘working 
as normal' 

YOUTH police and crime commissioner 
Kerry Boyd, 20, remains at her desk and 
is under no form of investigation, Ann 
Barnes’s office confirmed this week. 

It follows national newspaper 
revelations about a ‘close relationship’ 
with a married 50-year-old former 
county councillor. 

But amid whispers Miss Boyd, from 
Margate, had been suspended from the 
£15,000 one-year role, Police and Crime 
Commissioner Mrs Barnes’s staff denied 
there had been any such decision. 

A spokesman for Mrs Barnes said: 
“Kerry was never off duty. 

“What she isn’t doing yet is public 
engagements. She has got some work to 
do in the office anyway, so while we 
support her through her personal issues 
that’s what she’s doing at the moment. 

“There are things she can work on 
fortunately in the office, to do with 
websites, on how best to engage with 
the youth through their most popular 
medium which is digital, social media. 

“She always had it in her mind that 
she was going to do this and when she 
feels ready, she will go back to public 
engagements.” 

Mrs Barnes, still reeling from 
criticism over a recent Channel 4 
documentary, has refused to discuss the 
recent Kerry Boyd issues. 


Street name honour 
for pioneering Tull 

WALTER Tull, the pioneering footballer and Army 
officer, is to be honoured by having a new road 
named after him. 

Mr Tull is known as the first black Army officer 
in the British Army as well as the first black 
footballer to play in the English top division when 
he signed for Tottenham Hotspur in 1908. 

Tragically, however, he was killed in action in 
1918, during the First World War. 

Born in Folkestone, Shepway District Council is 
now to name a road in the east of the town Walter 
Tull Way, close to where the joiner’s son was born 
and brought up. 

Shepway council leader David Monk said: 

“We are recalling the centenary of the First World 
War this year, and Folkestone has so many 
connections with the conflict, so it is very fitting to 
remember Walter in this way.” 

The new road, off Shepway Close, will be home 
to a development of new homes and flats and will 
open in July. 


Rare beetle is found 
on nature reserve 

AN ENDANGERED beetle feared to be in sharp 
decline across the UK has been found on a new 
nature reserve on Sheppey. 

The black oil beetle has come under threat due 
to changes in countryside management. 

But the RSPB says it has found the species on its 
new Great Bells reserve. 

It lives close to the nest of solitary bees. The 
beetle larvae climb on to the bees’ backs, 
allowing them to feed on pollen and nectar in the 
nest before leaving when fully grown. 

Site manager Julian Nash said: “We’re really 
excited by this. They are a barometer of the health 
of the countryside, so it is really encouraging for 
us to find one at this new reserve.” 

The shiny black insect, which is more than 
2.5cm in size, is one of five species of oil beetle in 
the UK. It lives on wildflower-rich grassland, with 
adults feeding on the leaves and petals. 

There is currently no public access to Great 
Bells, although this will change in the future. 


Wait goes on for third 
Thames crossing site 

TRANSPORT chiefs admit they still don’t know 
when a decision on the site of a third Thames 
crossing is to be made. 

More than 5,700 people responded to a 
consultation into plans to build a new crossing, 
either alongside the existing Dartford Crossing or 
to the east of Gravesend. 

There is strong local opposition to both. 

A third option - to use land in Swanscombe 
- was ruled out for fear it would derail plans for 
the multi-billion-pound Paramount theme park 
proposed for the area. 

A Department for Transport spokesman said: 
“We are committed to making a decision on the 
location of the new crossing as soon as possible. 

“We recognise that, whichever location is 
chosen, it will have a significant impact on local 
people and the economy. This is a tough decision 
and must not be taken lightly. 

“There is no date at the moment as to when a 
decision will be made.”

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Operation Granite rocks the 
county’s drug dealer network 


Kent Police’s ongoing war on crime continued this week with a 200-strong dawn 
swoop on 17 properties that netted 24 arrests, reports Maria Chiorando... 



O RGANISED crime was 
sent a strong message 
this week, after a series of 
co-ordinated dawn drug 
raids resulted in 24 

arrests. 

All were linked to suspected Class 
A drugs. 

They followed more than a year of 
police investigations and were car¬ 
ried out across the west of the county. 

Areas which saw police strike in¬ 
cluded a number of addresses in and 
around Tunbridge Wells, Edenbridge, 
Maidstone and Gravesend. 

More than 200 officers were in¬ 
volved in the raids as part of what was 
dubbed Operation Granite. 

Some 17 properties were hit simul¬ 
taneously at 7am on Tuesday, and a 
further 12 on Wednesday resulting in 
a further seven arrests. 

Deputy Chief Constable of Kent Po¬ 
lice, Paul Brandon, speaking after the 
first raids: “There’s been a sophisti¬ 
cated level of intelligence gathering 
and then obviously the investigation 
on the back of that intelligence, and 
that’s led to 17 addresses where war¬ 
rants have been executed. 

“We were looking particularly for 
15 people who we believe to have 
been committing offences with Class 
A drugs, which we believe were des¬ 
tined for the county and probably fur¬ 
ther afield, and we took 14 of those 
people into custody. 

“Obviously finding those people, 
and securing their arrests was the 
key aim, but alongside that we have 


recovered some jewellery, cash, some 
vehicles and importantly, an imita¬ 
tion firearm. The searches are on 
going.” 

In total, 29 properties, which in¬ 
cluded residential and business 
premises, were searched. 

Chief Inspector Dave Pate, district 
commander for Tunbridge Wells, was 
pleased with the outcome of the op¬ 
eration. He oversaw raids in Pem- 


bury, Southborough and Rusthall. 

He said: “My message is we’re here 
to commit to fighting the organised 
crime element dealing in drugs across 
the county. 

“This week is the culmination of a 
long operation and the results so far 
are very promising. 

“We’re very confident we can bring 
people before the court and bring 
them to justice. This is a great result. 


“I hope the people of Tunbridge 
Wells see this as a great success, and 
evidence that the police are working 
with partners to tackle these organ¬ 
ised gangs. 

“To the criminals I would say don’t 
come to Tunbridge Wells, don’t come 
to Kent, don’t offend. 

“If you do, we will be relentless. We 
will keep coming after you. This is 
just the start.” 


A police spokesman added that the 
effects of these arrests would be felt 
immediately, as the drugs the alleged 
dealers were selling would have been 
earmarked for the streets of the 
county. 

Investigations surrounding the or¬ 
ganised crime element started many 
months ago. 

Explained Mr Brandon: “There are 
a number of technical capabilities we 
have at our disposal with the serious 
crime directorate, and we have used 
every asset we have in order to gather 
intelligence for the investigation, and 
from that we have identified the peo¬ 
ple we believe are involved in these 
criminal activities.” 

At the time of going press, tests 
were on-going as to the type or purity 
of drugs founds during the raid. How¬ 
ever, the police say they believe them 
to be Class A substances. 

Mr Brandon added: “Kent is a very 
safe place. That is a fact. 

“We accept that there are levels of 
crime, and drugs can be a driver of 
certain types of crime and we don’t 
want drugs on the streets of Kent. 

“If people conspire to sell drugs we 
will target those people, disrupt them, 
arrest them, and put them before the 
courts.”

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POLICE RAIDS: WE EXPERIENCE THE THRILL OF THE CHASE... 


REPORTER Maria Chiorando joined police 
officers on one of Tuesday morning’s 
co-ordinated raids. She explains what the 
experience was like: 

IT’S 5.30am in Dartford; when dawn slips into 
day. The streets are quiet as one of the county’s 
key towns rouses itself from its slumber and 
prepares for all that lies ahead. 

I’m at the North Kent Police Station, and 
there’s an almost eerie calm in the briefing 
room. Nearly 200 police officers are gathered to 
receive their final instructions before carrying 
out the dawn raids designed to strike a blow to 
drugs dealer networks in the county. 

The palpable sense of focus was necessary; 
there’s an awful lot of hard work which pro¬ 
ceeds this dramatic day of action. 

These raids are the result of investigations 
lasting over a year, and intelligence gathering 
that had been happening for even longer. The 
stakes could not be higher. 

Large quantities of specialist equipment, 
battering rams and padding are loaded into 
vans. Each team is tasked with targeting an 
address and briefed on who they can expect to 
find. 

Amid a mounting hum of commuter traffic, 
the police vans take to the road - splintering as 
they head off to their intended targets. 

Kent on Sunday was invited to join them - 
travelling down through west Kent to 
Tunbridge Wells. Dartford’s urban sprawl soon 
replaced by the leafy green spaces and well

manicured lawns of the royal spa town. 

It would be too easy to assume wealthy west 
Kent doesn’t harbour those involved in the 
shady world of drugs, to buy into the area’s 
stereotype. 

The reality, of course, is different. After all, 
where better, one could argue, than in an area 
where disposable income is perhaps highest. 

We arrive a while before the raid is due to 
commence - co-ordinated to take place at the 
same time as the others. We park some 
distance from the house. Then we waited. 

And while we waited the police made it clear 
we were not in any way to interfere with the 


action. Stay behind the police, we are told. Do 
not enter the house and, perhaps most obvi¬ 
ously, do not get in the way. 

The countdown began. 

The plan was to batter down the door, as 
quickly as possible. 

‘We’re going to do it so fast,” one of the 
officers had teased, “that way you won’t be able 
to get a picture.” 

When the call came, we sprang into action. 
The adrenalin pumping. 

Following the police, we ran along the road, 
tension growing with every step. 

It appeared the jungle drums had never been 
beaten so swiftly. Within seconds of our arrival, 
a man and woman showed up, telling the 
officers there was a child in the house. 

The news saw the battering ram lowered and 
less invasive action deployed instead. The 
police knocked on the door, coaxing the woman 
inside to open it. 

Once in, it was not long before they emerged 
with the suspect. 

It may have not been quite such a dramatic 
entrance as we expected, but the sight of the 
individual being lead out in handcuffs, flanked 
by officers, proves a fitting end. 

As he hides himself beneath his hood, he is 
led to a waiting car and whisked off for 
questioning. 

The other officers had plenty of work to do, 
however. They spent the rest of the morning 
giving a thorough search of the house and car. 

The police’s work, it seems, is never done.

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‘Shocking’ failings at surgery 
yet GP allowed to stay in post 


General Medical Council impose restrictions on GP after 
Care Quality Commission report reveals surgery failed on all 
11 of its assessment categories. Sarah Linney investigates... 


A DOCTOR could be sus 
pended after a damning 
report which found he 
was providing inade¬ 
quate care in virtually 
every possible way. 

Inspectors who surprised Bijan 
Saha at his surgery in Sittingbourne 
uncovered a staggering catalogue of 
malpractice, including incorrect pre¬ 
scriptions, poor hygiene, lack of 
confidentiality and unsafe storage of 
medicines. 

In one incident, he prescribed insu¬ 
lin to a patient who was not diabetic. 

Other patients said the doctor had 
given them a prescription before they 
even finished explaining what their 
symptoms were, while there was also 
an occasion he took a call on his mo¬ 
bile phone during a consultation. 

It was the first time in the five-year 
history of the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion, which regulates GPs, that a doc¬ 
tor had failed all 11 of their assess¬ 
ment categories. 

Remarkably, however, the surgery 
remains open and Dr Saha is allowed 
to continue working - despite the 
General Medical Council on Thursday 
imposing a number of conditions on 
him prior to further investigations. 

During their five-hour visit, inspec¬ 
tors found that Dr Saha, 73, who runs 
the Lakeside Medical Centre in Todd 
Crescent, did not provide “safe and 
appropriate care”, did not protect pa¬ 


tients adequately from the risk of in¬ 
fection and did not administer medi¬ 
cines safely. 

Staff were found to be underquali¬ 
fied and those who chaperoned pa¬ 
tients during examinations may not 
have undergone criminal record 
checks, the inspectors said. 

Medicines were being stored and 
handled incorrectly, with patients be¬ 
ing given medication that had not 
been prescribed for them and medi¬ 
cines stored past their expiry date. 

The report said: “The refrigerators 
containing medicines were not kept 
locked. In one examination room we 
found medicines which were stored 
on the top of an open dressing trolley 
and were accessible to people in the 
examination room. 

“Some of these were prescribed for 
named patients but were being ad¬ 
ministered to others. Repeat prescrip¬ 
tions were supplied without a review 
of the person’s condition.” 

The surgery’s untidy and some¬ 
times not very clean state put pa¬ 
tients’ health at further risk. 

“The consultation room was disor¬ 


derly and untidy and there was a risk 
that treatments could not be conduct¬ 
ed appropriately, due to the lack of 
space around the examination couch. 
Couches were dusty on the lower bars 
and some medical items were dusty, 
and in one consultation room we 
found the disposable couch roll had 
not been changed after a consultation. 

“The waiting room chairs were 
badly stained with an unknown 
substance. 

“Effective cleaning procedures 
were not in place and the premises 
were not maintained appropriately in 
order to facilitate effective cleaning.” 

When the inspectors asked about 
infection control procedures they 
were told that there were “no policies 
in place”. 

It added: “In two of the three clini¬ 
cal rooms, clinical waste bins were 
not available. Sharps bins were not 
being used appropriately as they con¬ 
tained medicines.” 

Patient confidentiality was not al¬ 
ways respected, with one patient re¬ 
porting that reception staff were 
sometimes called in during consulta¬ 


tions to speak to the doctor about 
other patients. 

“People’s medical records were not 
accurate or held securely,” the report 
added. “In the consultation room, we 
saw printed prescriptions stored in a 
letter holder, which were visible to 
people in the consultation chairs.” 

The inspectors said that some of the 
practice staff were under qualified in 
terms of both skills and experience 
and that staff had “not been recruited 
in an appropriate manner”. 

“Staff told us they had not been re¬ 
quired to have a criminal record 
check, sign a statement in regard to 
the Rehabilitation of Offenders’ Act, 
complete a health questionnaire to 
show they were medically fit to carry 
out their tasks, or prove their identity 
or that they were eligible to be em¬ 
ployed in the UK,” the report said. 

“Staff confirmed that they had not 
been given job descriptions, letters of 
offer or contracts.” 

Additionally, there was no com¬ 
plaints procedure at the practice. 

The Care Quality Commission con¬ 
firmed it had referred the case to the 


General Medical Council, which has 
the ability to take action again Dr Saha. 

Katherine Murphy, chief executive 
of the Patients’ Association, said: 
“These findings are shocking. This is 
completely unacceptable. The prac¬ 
tice concerned has shown absolutely 
no regard to the need for confidential¬ 
ity, safety, dignity and respect when 
dealing with a patient. We urge that a 
strict penalty is imposed.” 

A spokesperson for NHS England in 
Kent and Medway said: “All GP prac¬ 
tices must provide safe, high quality 
care to their patients and meet all es¬ 
sential standards at their surgeries. 

“We will not accept the provision of 
care which falls short of these stand¬ 
ards and continue to work with the 
Care Quality Commission (COC) to 
ensure that local services are provid¬ 
ing the appropriate care to patients. 

“Dr Saha and other local GPs have 
written to us to confirm their inten¬ 
tion to enter into a partnership ar¬ 
rangement that will provide new 
clinical leadership for the practice. 
We are now reviewing the COC report 
and will take any further action nec¬ 
essary to ensure all patients at the 
Lakeside Medical Centre receive the 
high standard of care they deserve.” 

Mr Saha was unavailable for 
comment. On Thursday the GMC 
placed restrictions on him. Local 
health authorities say they are keep¬ 
ing him under ‘close supervision’. 




motorway unction scneme is 


back as council chief denies housina elans 


LONG discussed plans for a new 
junction off the M2 to provide access 
to the Kent Science Park are back on 
the table. 

Supporters of the £20 million 
junction 5a, which would provide a 
direct link from the motorway to the 
500,000 square foot industrial 
complex, say it is crucial to bring jobs 
and growth to the area. 

But opponents are worried that it 
will do little to ease traffic on the rural 
roads and will inevitably have to be 
paid for by concreting over swathes of 
countryside for housing. 

Swale council leader Andrew 
Bowles catagorically denied any plans 
existed for housing as part of the 
scheme, and estimated that the 
junction would reduce the traffic on 
the country lanes by three quarters. 

He explained: “This would improve 
the quality of life of the people of 
Swale. It would increase employment, 
economic activity and money coming 
into the borough. 

“There will be real gains for people 
living in the rural areas around 


Sittingbourne. The rural roads are 
used as a bit of a rat run. People either 
drive through Sittingbourne and go 
through the country lanes to get to 
the science park or they turn off the 
motorway at junction five and go 
immediately onto the country lanes. 

“Some traffic modelling [where 
experts predict how a new road will 
affect traffic flows] has been done and 
more needs to be done, but on most of 
the local roads it showed a reduction 
in traffic. There were conflicting 
views on what effect it would have on 
traffic on the motorway.” 

According to Cllr Bowles, roughly 
half the funding would come from 
central government, with the rest 
being provided by the science park. 

But he gave a cast iron guarantee it 
would not be paid for by bulldozing 
countryside to build homes. 

“There is no possibility of any 
housing being constructed to fund 
this scheme,” he said. 

However, Andy Hudson, a member 
of the Five Parishes Opposition Group, 
which opposes the expansion of the 


science park, said he did not think 
traffic on the rural roads would ease. 

The junction would only be on the 
coastbound carriageway, meaning to 
get onto the Londonbound carriageway 
drivers would either have to go down to 
junction six at Faversham and turn 
round, or still go to junction five 
through Sittingbourne and the villages. 

He said: “Science park employees 
will inevitably end up using the rural 
network. It’s a silly idea. When this 
was first proposed by the science 
park, the plans included houses; first 
10,000, then 5,000, to fund the road. 

“To build housing over the 
countryside would be hugely 
unpopular.” 

However, Cllr Bowles said the 
junction was essential if Sitting¬ 
bourne was to prosper. He concluded: 

“We have an opportunity here to 
increase economic activity and 
prosperity within Swale and the 
Thames Gateway villages and benefit 
people living in the villages around 
Sittingbourne. I think we should all

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Is education key to victory 
in the battle of the bulge? 


A GP has called on the 
Government to follow in 
the footsteps of our con¬ 
tinental counterparts 
and introduce ‘food ap¬ 
preciation’ classes at schools. 

Dr Julian Spinks, who works at a 
practice in Strood, says a change in 
the way we approach education could 
be the most effective tool yet in tack¬ 
ling the mounting problem of child¬ 
hood obesity. 

It comes in a week when headlines 
were generated following a report in 
the British Medical Journal which 
highlighted an alarming rise in the 
number of cases of type two diabetes. 

One of the main causes is being 
overweight. 

And with an estimated one in five 
children emerging from primary 
school classified as ‘obese’ there are 
concerns of a ticking health time bomb. 

Explains Dr Spinks: “I think part of 
the problem is that we have, I believe, 
two generations of people who don’t 
know how to cook and don’t know 
about food. 

“The key is in education; both fami¬ 
lies and in schools. I was struck by 
how, in France, they have food appre¬ 
ciation classes. 

“I believe this opens children up to 
experience many types of cuisine, 
and expanding their palates beyond 
fast food.” 

It is a view shared by nutritional ther¬ 
apist Maria Zaretti, from Canterbury. 

She added: “It’s different to work¬ 
ing with adults, because an adult can 
make a more rational decision, but 
with children very often you are 
working with slightly fussier eaters 
and need to work around this. 

“I would start by looking at the cur¬ 
rent diet and lifestyle, and try and im¬ 
plement simple personalised changes 
that will bring the biggest benefit. 

“The focus should always be on 
whole foods, and portion control. 
This amounts to looking at the quan¬ 
tities and types of food, which is not 
rocket science. 

“We need to work with parents to 
encourage children to try the health¬ 
ier foods, and to eat a range of foods 
across a balanced diet.” 

The role of parents in the equation 
is significant. 

J ust last week, two parents in 
Norfolk were arrested amid ac¬ 
cusations of abuse after their son 
ballooned to 15-stone. 

He is just 5ft lin tall and only 
11-years-old. 

The probe continues, and the ar¬ 
rests only came after a number of oth¬ 
er intervention methods failed, but it 
once again catapulted the issues of 
children’s health into the headlines. 

Child obesity figures in this county 
are in line with the national upward 
trend.

ONE of the leaders of Medway’s first obesity summit 
has said he is optimistic about some of the ‘wacky’ 
and ‘innovative’ ideas raised at the meeting this week. 

Following reports that nearly one third of Medway’s 
adults are obese, the summit, held earlier this month, 
was called to try and tacking the growing problem. 

The meeting was led by Andrew Mackness, 
chairman of Medway’s health and wellbeing board, 
and David Brake, the council’s portfolio holder for 
adult services. 

Its aim was to come up with strategies to try and 
solve the issue, and to do this, specialists in the fields 
of health, food, education and sports came together. 

The session, which took place in Gillingham, was, 
according to Cllr Mackness, a ‘great success.’ 

He explained: “There were lots of ideas, lots of 
engagement. It was the start of a long journey to solve 
the problem across the UK, we in Medway could be 
leaders in this. 

“Our obesity figures are in line with the national 


average - there has been some exaggeration blowing 
them out of proportion. It is still an issue that needs to 
be solved though. The issue for me is that this obesity 
issue costs over £75 million a year.” 

He added: “People were encouraged to think out of 
the box, which they did. The ideas ranged between 
health, and environment, among other sectors. There 
were lots of wacky and innovative ideas. 

“Education is another key factor. We have lots of 
people who do not know how to cook well, and do not 
know how to eat well. We now have to look over 
everything that was discussed and look at our 
options.” 

Should parents be banned from parking near their 
children’s school to encourage more walking was one 
of the proposals - put forward by Medway councillor 
Mike O’Brien. 

Turn inside this week’s paper for a special look at 
his proposal, his thinking behind it, and those who say 
it would prove unworkable. 


He said: “In a survey taken in 2013, 
almost a third of 10 to 11-year-olds in 
England were classed as overweight 
or obese. That’s nearly triple what it 
was when measurements started be¬ 
ing taken in the 1980s.” 

Dr Spinks adds: “There is an idea 
that having extremely overweight 
children is as bad as starving them. 

“It’s very difficult, but I don’t be¬ 
lieve in legislating. I think it’s much 
more effective to persuade people to 
change their habits. 

“It’s true that it is a growing prob¬ 
lem. When I started practising 20 
years ago, I would see an occasional 
case of childhood obesity. Now it’s a 
much larger proportion.” 

I t is a complex issue with no gold¬ 
en bullet solution, the answer 
perhaps lies in looking at the root 
causes of the obesity problem. 
Nutritional expert Maria Zaretti 
adds: “There is a large dietary and 
lifestyle component. 

“Preventative measures are better 
than cure, but looking at the princi¬ 
ples of healthy, balanced eating, as 
well as exercise, is the way forward 
for prevention, as well as when loos¬ 
ing weight. 

“Nowadays, we go into supermar¬ 
kets, and are overwhelmed by choic¬ 
es, that won’t always be the best ones 
for us. 

“We’re very out of touch with 
where our food comes from, and this 
creates a disconnect.” 

And it’s not just children who are 
piling on the weight. 

Mr Bicknell explains: “The rate of 
obesity in adults has risen in a fairly 
similar way to children over the last 
30 years. 

“This suggests that our lifestyle 
changes in the last 30 years have had 
a dramatic impact on our weight. 

“And what are the two biggest 
changes to our lifestyle in the last 30 
years? The rise of the supermarkets 
and the technological revolution. 

“These are the two main factors to 
blame, in my opinion.” 

There is also the additional compli¬ 
cation of resistance when parents are 
told their child is obese, which is some¬ 
thing Dr Spinks has come across. 

“They think that it is criticism, but 
it’s not,” he says. “ There is no point 
being judgemental. It’s about helping 
parents to feed their children, rather 
than criticise them.” 

“The solution,” insists Mr Bicknell, 
“is simple. Families must take respon¬ 
sibility and give up the excuses. 

“I believe if families bought and 
cooked fresh food from scratch, 
which doesn’t have to be expensive, 
and were as active as possible, ditch¬ 
ing the daily three hour combined TV 
and Xbox habit, we could reverse the 
epidemic rapidly.”

T PULLED in a remarkable 190,000 peo¬ 
ple, but the future of the Folkestone Air- 
show remains far from certain due to 
financial concerns. 

Organisers say that, although the event 
was a great success, they did not generate suffi¬ 
cient revenues through car-parking, pro¬ 
grammes or other donations. 

The free event saw a host of aerial displays - 
including the Red Arrows - take place over a 
weekend blessed with predominantly good 
weather. 

Those behind the event admit there were 
some logistical problems and that it looks likely 
to have made a loss, which, in turn, will 
threaten its return. 

Organiser Yvonne Holder told KoS this week: 
“People have been telling us there were not 
enough buckets going round for them to con¬ 
tribute to the cost of putting on the show and it 
was too hard to find someone selling the pro¬ 
grammes. 

“We also had to pay for land to provide 7,500 
car-parking spaces and these were not utilised. 

“Some of the comments coming back say this 
was because of the price and directions, but we 
have still had to pay for the use of all that land. 

“The parking was to have paid for the traffic 
management needed and security - anything 
that was left over was to have gone in to the 
coffers for next year. 

“But there was nothing, so that is disappoint¬ 
ing, especially as we were trying to pre-sell it 
before the event.” 

Aircraft fans were asked to use a park-and- 
ride system from Folkestone Racecourse and 
Radnor Park. 

Mrs Holder said: “We didn’t have the number 
of volunteers - we needed so many more than 
we had. 

“The people who did donate were very, very 
generous. They can still do it now on our web¬ 
site and that would help us out enormously. 

“We have had donations since the weekend, 
which is wonderful.” 

But the poor finances, whatever was to blame, 
still means that next year’s show hangs on a 
wing and a prayer. 

Mrs Holder added: “It is still too early to make 
that decision. If we get lots of money in soon, 
then things will look better. I won’t know for a 
couple of weeks yet.” 

She said the airshow attracted record crowds 


but her company Open Air Promotions Ltd 
needed time to “very carefully” evaluate its 
future. 

She added: “We promised that Folkestone 
Airshow 2014 would be the biggest and best yet 
- and everyone agrees that we delivered two 
days of aerial spectacle and ground events 
magnificently. 

“But, sadly, income did not match the high 
costs of staging this quality event and at the 
same provide - as was planned - a sound finan¬ 
cial platform for future shows. 

“As a consequence, we are considering very 
carefully whether a show on this year’s scale 
and based on sponsorships, donations and pub¬ 
lic generosity is viable. It may be some time be¬ 
fore decisions can be made. 

“But let’s not take anything away from the 
fact that the show attracted and gave pleasure 
to scores of thousands of visitors and residents. 
The many, many messages of thanks we are re¬ 
ceiving is evidence of that. We reckon that at¬ 
tendance was in the region of 190,000, with 
consequent benefits for shops, restaurants, bars, 
accommodation and entertainment-providers. 

“We thank everyone who helped to make it 
such a wonderful weekend - people behind the 
scenes as well as those who spectators saw in 
action. Even the weather played fair.” 

O ne of this year’s main sponsors was lo¬ 
cal firm Saga. When contacted this 
week, a spokesman said: “We are al¬ 
ways happy to talk with lots of people. 
We always listen, but there is no blank cheque.” 

The leader of Shepway District Council, David 
Monk, said: “Anyone who attended the airshow 
last weekend would confirm it was a fantastic 
event and a good opportunity for the town of 
Folkestone to impress visitors. 

“It is of course very disappointing for this 
year’s organisers if they feel that they cannot 
run another event next year - but someone else 
may look at this and be able to make it more 
commercially successful.” 

The event is a major draw to the town, which 
missed out last year when once again a shortfall 
in money led to problems. 

Mrs Holder concluded: “If people and busi¬ 
nesses want to see an airshow next year, they 
can put their hands in their pockets this year 
and donate on our website.”

A disaster just waiting to happen? 

Louise Barton, chairwoman of Lydd Airport Action Group, highlights the risk she says should not be 
overlooked in allowing the airfield to expand - that of it^ocation next door to a nuclear power plant...

L IFE has been kind to Lydd 
Airport lately. 

Manston Airport closed 
and Lydd is now free to ex¬ 
pand, assuming no further 
appeals against the Government’s 
decision to approve its development. 

But for residents of Romney Marsh it 
is a different story: they face additional 
noise, pollution and urbanisation. 

There is also wider concern: this 
development is dangerous. 

The introduction of large aircraft 
such as Boeing 737s to Lydd will in¬ 
crease the probability of an aircraft 
accident at the nearby Dungeness 
nuclear power plant to unacceptable 
levels. 

The site is less than 60 seconds’ fly¬ 
ing time away. 

Other factors include the area’s 
renowned large populations of birds, 
increasing the chance of bird-strike. 

Indeed, the airport and the nuclear 
site are separated by one of the RSPB’s 
largest bird reserves and located 
under one of the main migratory bird 
routes in the south of England. 

The extensive restricted airspace in 
the airport’s immediate vicinity 


means the airport also has 
non-standard flight proce¬ 
dures; for example, Lydd is 
the only civil airport in 
the UK with a five- 
degree offset instru¬ 
ment landing system - 
raising the possibility of 
pilot error in the vi¬ 
cinity of a nuclear 
power station. 

This cocktail of prob¬ 
lems is unique to Lydd 
Airport. 

The nuclear regulator acknowl¬ 
edges an accident involving 
large aircraft at the Dungeness 
nuclear complex would cause 
a serious incident. 

But it accepted Lydd Air¬ 
port’s development plans 
because it believed the prob¬ 
ability of an accident was so 
small that effectively it could 
be ignored. 

Lydd Airport Action 
Group (LAAG) has demon¬ 
strated, via the work of 
successive independent ex¬ 
perts, that the mathemat¬ 



ical model making 
this prediction is seri¬ 
ously flawed and sig¬ 
nificantly underestimates the 
probability of an aircraft 
accident. 



This robust evidence 
compelled the European 
Commission to launch an 
investigation into the 
Government’s handling of 
Lydd Airport’s planning ap¬ 
plication, which is ongoing. 
Unfortunately, even a fa¬ 
vourable result for LAAG 
would not stop the airport’s de¬ 
velopment as the Nuclear Safety 
Directive does not have the scope 
to take such action. 

Recently, Lydd Airport an¬ 
nounced Newmarket Holidays 
planned to divert its Boeing 
737-based package holiday busi- 
less from Manston to Lydd 
Airport - before Lydd had 
extended its runway. 

The commercial use of the 
short runway by a Boeing 737 
is in direct contradiction to 


the claim that airport bosses made in 
their evidence to the 2011 public in¬ 
quiry, which was that it could not op¬ 
erate 737s commercially on the exist¬ 
ing short runway and therefore 
needed an extension. 

The point is reiterated on Lydd Air¬ 
port’s website. 

Yet an old Lithuanian-based 737 is 
now operating at the boundaries of its 
specification by flying to and from 
Lydd commercially on the existing 
runway - it was two-thirds full on 
June 1 and June 8. 

This adds to the flashpoints for a 
potential aircraft accident at the nu¬ 
clear plant. 

T he causes and timing of a 
single accident are impossi¬ 
ble to predict; who predicted 
the sinking of the Titanic? 
All one can say is that the situation 
is inherently unsafe. 

There are multiple contributing 
factors at Lydd that alone or in 
combination could cause untold 
damage. 

The public should be concerned 
and politicians ashamed.

The addictive stickers that unite 
football fans both young and old 


It’s not just small 
boys but grown 
men who have 
fallen for the 
appeal of the 
world-famous 
Panini football 
albums. As Brazil

Caroline Read 
looks at the 
enduring appeal 
of the stickers and 
their link to the 
county... 


W ITH the Fifa World 
Cup now in full 
swing, for many 
the true excitement 
lies not on the slick 
moves of the world’s finest football 
players, but on the subtle thrill of 
collecting Brazil 2014 stickers. 

For children and adults alike the 
stickers, sold in packets of five, are an 
essential part of the ritual in the run¬ 
up to the biggest event in football. 

For children they are fun, informa¬ 
tive and engaging while, for what 
seems like a growing number of 
adults, they are a nostalgic blast from 
the past that connects millions of 
people from more than a hundred 
different countries. 

The company behind the sticker al¬ 
bums is Panini, an Italian business 
based in Modena but with the UK 
branch of its operation based in a 
small, unassuming office building in 
the heart of Tunbridge Wells. 

For many its name is synonymous 
with childhoods and a simpler time. 

Panini was founded in 1961 by the 
Panini brothers, who had opened a 
news stand in Modena in 1945, and by 
1954 had started the Panini Brothers 
Newspaper Distribution Office. 

Since then it has published a di¬ 
verse range of sticker collections: 
from football collections, to pop mu¬ 


sic and TV series, along with Disney 
and popular toy brands such as 
Barbie and Action Man. Despite com¬ 
petition, it remains the world leader 
in the market. 

Mexico 1970 saw Panini’s first 
World Cup sticker album and ever 
since then fans have been addicted. 

But in a rapidly changing world, 
what is it about these simple collecta¬ 
bles that has seen record sales recently? 

It seems this is one old-fashioned 
pastime that hasn’t gone out of fash¬ 
ion - in fact, new technology has 
worked very much in its favour. 

For the first time this year Panini 
provided a free computer app - the 
Panini Collectors App - designed to 
assist fans with monitoring the 
progress of their collections and 
assisting with swaps. 

The app recognises stickers found, 
issues a checklist to help you organise 
what you need, and also provides 
links to social networks for swaps. 

Swapping unwanted stickers for 
those you still need is no longer sim¬ 
ply a case of taking a handful into 
school and discussing it in the play¬ 
ground. Panini has called social me¬ 
dia ‘the virtual playground’. 

Keith Last, from Snodland, was a 
collector as a child but has recently 
become interested again, aged 44. 

“The first Panini World Cup sticker 


book I remember getting was the 
1978 Argentina one,” said Mr Last. 

“I was only eight at the time and 
my mum only ever bought me the one 
pack of stickers, one of which I re¬ 
member was Scotland legend Kenny 
Dalglish. 

“Our family, apart from myself, 
aren’t big football fans so I guess she 
just picked the book up on a whim 
and never thought to get any more 
stickers - but it left its mark on me.” 

Mr Last went on to get two or three 
Football League albums over the 
following years, this time along with 
the stickers, and it soon became an 
obsession. 

“There’s that thing blokes especial¬ 
ly tend to have about collecting, be it 
stamps, train numbers, football pro¬ 
grammes, old computer games. 

“But as a mad keen football fan it 
was a way to get involved in the game, 
back in a time when you didn’t get 
saturated by football coverage as kids 
today get, and feed that collecting bug. 

“Plus you learnt about players 
you’d never heard of before.” 

Mr Last collected stickers for Pani¬ 
ni’s 1982 and 1986 World Cup al¬ 
bums but after that, having ‘grown 
up’, he stopped for a number of years. 

“That was until the South Africa 
World Cup of 2010, when for some 
strange reason I suddenly got the 


urge to start up again,” he said. 

“I don’t know exactly why, partly 
nostalgia I guess, a return to child¬ 
hood perhaps, but mainly because 
my nephew was four and I wanted to 
introduce him to the fun. 

“And this time around I’ve just car¬ 
ried on doing so again, though I’m 
amazed to see I’m just one of millions 
of people in their 30s and 40s around 
the world all doing the same thing. 

“I guess we all remember those 
happy days of childhood, the thrill of 
the chase to get those stickers you’re 
after, and these days we have a bit 
more pocket money to actually buy 
enough packets to finally finish the 
albums off.” 

The changes the use of social media 
have made to the process of collecting 
and swapping are phenomenal. 

Using the hashtag #GotGotNeed 
on Twitter, millions of Panini fans 
around the world can communicate. 
They show off photos of their albums, 
they tell people about any spares they 
might have and they ask if anyone 
has that elusive sticker that’s been 
evading them going spare. 

Mr Last is himself a Twitter and 
Facebook user. 

He said: “Social media has changed 
collecting massively. Because we 
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■ The first self-adhesive 
stickers were introduced in 
the 1971-72 Calciatori 
collection for Italian football. 

■ Originally, the stickers were 
made of light cardboard and 
collectors had to paste them 
into the album with glue. 

■ For a while at the end of the 
1960s ‘celline’ - small 
double-sided adhesive 
triangles - were attached to 
the back of the stickers so that 
they could be stuck into the 
album without having to dig 
out the Pritt Stick. 

■ On average, Panini has 
produced one billion packs a 
year over the last few seasons 
- that’s the equivalent of some 


six billion stickers. 

■ The standard price for a 
completed album of the first 
Panini collection is around 
£325. Some completed 
collections in excellent 
condition have changed 
hands for almost £650. 

■ Panini’s Brazilian factory was 
doubled in capacity in 
readiness for World Cup 
requirements making it the 
world’s second biggest 
facility. It is only outdone by 
their Italian production plant. 
They can produce 25 million 
packets of stickers a day; 
more than 750 million 
individual stickers a week. 

■ The company has to guess 


the qualifying team players 
before the team managers 
announce them in order to get 
their product to market in 
good time. 

■ Despite what many collectors 
may think, stickers are 
printed in equal volumes. But 
some stickers become 
sought-after because 
collectors won’t swap their 
duplicates. These will vary 
according to the territory, but 
in the UK in 1990 it was Paul 
Gascoigne and last World 
Cup it was Wayne Rooney. 

■ In the UK alone, Panini 
expects to sell enough World 
Cup stickers to go around the 
world, if lined up end to end. 


aren’t at school anymore you don’t 
get half the playground going round 
with stacks of swaps in their pockets, 
so you need somewhere to get rid of 
all those extras. 

“Social media has proved to be ex¬ 
cellent for this, via some of the Face- 
book groups set up purely to swap 
stickers. Plus you realise just how 
many people my age are back into it 
and don’t feel quite so sad doing it! ” 

Similarly, 26-year-old James Roche, 
from Sevenoaks, is another adult enjoy¬ 
ing the highs and lows of collecting. 

He started collecting Premier 
League stickers when he was at pri¬ 
mary school but, somewhat unusu¬ 
ally, this is his first World Cup album. 

So what made him pick it up earlier 
this year? 

“It started when my flatmate and I 
saw a free Panini book in the super¬ 
market with a starter pack of stickers. 

“We’d started to get excited for the 
World Cup so we picked it up for a bit 
of fun and then bought some extra 
packs to boost our numbers.

“Once we started sticking them in, 
childhood nostalgia came flooding 
back and it becomes like an addiction 
- you just want to fill the album up. 

“I managed to convince a few col¬ 
leagues from work to find their inner 
child and start collecting too so that 
provides opportunities to swap with 
one another, which is much more sat¬ 
isfying than buying the stickers. 

“It also means you can do some 
deals, depending on how desperate the 
other person is for an elusive sticker.” 

Jessica Tadmor, head of marketing 
at Panini UK, said, “There will always 
be a place for sticker collections. We 
constantly conduct research and we 
know there is a booming market out 
there that spreads far beyond our 
core audience of boys aged five to 15. 

“Panini has the ability to create 
nostalgia galore among what we call 
our ‘second generation’ collectors 
and this is greatly helped by the inter¬ 
est the Press pays to our collections. 

“We’ve had radio DJs collecting live 
on air, TV programmes featuring the 
collection, Twitter going sticker crazy, 
secret midnight London swapping 
conventions - the list goes on and on.” 

But for the employees at Panini, for 
whom years of hard work preparing 
for Brazil 2014 is about to come to a 
climax, she says it’s the heartwarm¬ 
ing stories of families enjoying time 
together that makes it all worth it. 

“Seeing pictures and tweets of chil¬ 
dren going through their parents’ or 
grandparents’ collections from the 
last 40 years is incredibly satisfying. 

“We have found parents are enjoy¬ 
ing doing the album with their chil¬ 
dren; it’s time away from screens and 
a chance to do something together. 

‘“Dad and lad time’ is most definite¬ 
ly about stickers in 2014.”

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^ # THEY say that smell is 
w w perhaps the most powerful 
jogger of memories; capable of 
rattling about in the deepest recesses 
of your mind to emerge clutching 
something you feared long-since 
forgotten. 

But I challenge you to find some¬ 
thing more evocative of childhood, 
more drenched in wonder and awe, 
than the smell of a football sticker. 

And, in particular, a football 
sticker manufactured by Figurine 
Panini. Combine the two and you 
have a more potent scent than the 
most alluring perfume. 

To bottle the tang itself - a subtle 
blend of not-so-romantic adhesive 
and paper - would fail to capture the 
true magic of what it represented. 

Would the perm-haired, mousta¬ 
chioed man pictured smiling on its 
glossy side be a ‘need’ (pronounced in 
the playground as ‘NEEEEEEEEEEED’) 
or a ‘got’? Or would you turn it over 
to reveal a glint of silver more 
thrilling than discovering a Willy 
Wonka golden ticket as a club badge 
shone out at you? 

Because while collecting football 
stickers is a somewhat pointless 
pastime in so many respects, it was 
an all-consuming affair upon which 
the axis of your happiness could 
swing hither and dither. 

The desire to have both Frank 
Stapleton and Alan Sunderland 
staring out from the Arsenal pages, 
or a Lou Macari or a Gary Bailey on 
the Manchester United spread (this 
being the late 1970s let us not forget) 
became essential not only to your 
social status at school, but life itself. 

You learned how demand dictated 
prices. If you had a Terry McDermott 
or a Kenny Dalglish, for example, by

virtue of them wearing a Liverpool 
shirt, the price you could get in 
exchange rocketed. 

Don’t even get me started on the 
adrenalin shot should you find 
yourself with a Liverpool badge. You 
could practically complete your book 
by opting to trade to one salivating 
‘Pool fan desperate for the much 
desired team’s emblem. 

They were like finding a giant 
nugget of pure gold sticking out of 
your sand pit, such were the riches 
you could command. 

But then this was back in the day 
when you could buy a packet of five 
stickers for just 5p. 

For many years, I monitored 
inflation through the price of stickers, 
my eyes watering as I saw the costs 
spiral. I almost wanted to make 
placards and protest when the 
balance of sticker to pennies swung to 
6p for four. 

Yet the stickers delivered a layer of 
knowledge to me that lodged in my

brain forever more. 

You ended up staring at these little 
adhesive bits of paper for so long that 
lean still identify the majority of 


players from the early 80s on sight. 

They may never have played for 
their club but were just making up 
the numbers. 

But if they became a frequent 
‘swap’ then they and that difficult 
hairstyle (the transition between the 
70s and 80s was never going to be 
easy for the fashion conscious 
footballer) jammed in my head. 

Panini were the leaders at the time 
- very much king of the stickers. Its 
logo of a knight jousting on the back 
of a horse would see my hungry 
hands gently tear open the packet... 
taking care to keep the reverse of the 
cards facing front. 

With book in hand I would 
carefully reveal the number on the 
card - knowing from memory that 
certain numbers would bring 
unparalleled joy (early ones would be 
from my beloved Arsenal, around the 
midway mark the highly profitable 
Liverpool) ...my fingers would dance 
across the pages, lifting those heavy 


with stickers, to find what card I 
had... would it be one to add to the 
pile of swaps or find itself a home on 
a virgin piece of sticker album land? 

If a ‘need’ then the careful process 
of peeling away sticker from backing 
began... taking care not to crease the 
corners, breathing in a full lungful of 
that glorious sticker scent... and then 
the positioning... avoid the crease... 
don’t make it jaunty and, whatever 
you do, don’t attempt to pull it back 
up once it was down. 

Friends were made, social and 
class groups were straddled, football 
stickers united the youth. 

It seemed even the bullies played by 
the unwritten free-market rules of the 
football sticker. We played football on 
the playground, we bonded with a few 
trades. It was, ironically, the glue that 
held many of us together. 

Because for us the game was perfect 
in those sticker albums. Fresh-faced 
players whose birth places and former 
clubs I came to know off by heart 
and, regardless of how your team 
performed on the pitch, they were all 
as one in that album. 

I hope there remains a host of 
youngsters who gather on play¬ 
grounds up and down the land with 
elastic bands wrapped tightly around 
an ever-growing pile of swaps. 

They know just how exciting 
landing that dream card can be. 

And the remarkable social status 
you achieved if you were able, at the 
end of the season, to send off for the six 
cards they so graciously allowed you to 
buy to complete your collection. 

Life possibly never got as good as 
that again.

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Roy, the non-league rover who ended 
up leading on football's greatest stage

L EADING England at the 
Brazil 2014 World Cup will, 
undoubtedly, be one of the 
high points on Roy Hodg¬ 
son’s wide and varied CV. 
But while the 66-year-old manager 
will be doing his utmost to secure 
success in the heat of South America, 
his journey there began in the less 
humid and sweaty climes of the Gar¬ 
den of England. 

Because as a player, Mr Hodgson 
spent many years plying his trade in 
non-league football, becoming well 
known in Kent. 

Born in Croydon in 1947, he initial¬ 
ly joined his hometown club of Crystal 
Palace but was released. He then went 
on to represent Tonbridge, Maidstone, 
Gravesend & Northfleet and Ashford 
Town before leaving for South Africa 
with another famous county football 
name, Bobby Houghton, in 1973 to 
play for Berea Park. 

Mr Houghton managed Maidstone 
in the 1970s and also spent a spell 
working as an assistant to Bobby 
Robson during his successful spell at 
Ipswich Town. 

Tony Sitford was a former team¬ 
mate of Mr Hodgson’s after playing

alongside him at Gravesend in 1971. 

He was far from surprised when his 
former friend got the England job, 
telling KoS at the time: “He was 
always interested in coaching. He did 
everything meticulously well to be 
honest. He wasn’t the greatest player 
in the world but he was a very good 
one at that standard.” 

Mr Hodgson played at full-back and 
in midfield during his career, and it’s 
in the latter role that Mr Sitford re¬ 
members him.

He said: “Roy liked to get the ball 
down and pass it; he wasn’t an ag¬ 
gressive player. He could see a pass 
very quickly and had good vision. 

“He was a genuine type of person.” 

BBC Radio Kent commentator for 
Ebbsfleet United, Chaz Webster, re¬ 
members watching Mr Hodgson play. 

He says: “He was a typical non¬ 
league player we have all seen so 
many times. There was no indication 
he was to become a world-class 
coach. He played with a smile and 


was committed and was enthusiastic. 

“I would never come away from a 
game and say what a great player he 
was, that he illuminated the Stoneb- 
ridge Road pitch, because he didn’t, 
and the crowd sometimes got on his 
back, but he always did his best.” 

After his spell in South Africa, Mr 
Hodgson started his managerial ca¬ 
reer with coaching roles in Sweden, 
following his old chum Mr Houghton, 
who, in turn, hired him for a return 
to English football after he’d taken 


the reins at Bristol City in 1980. 

Mr Hodgson served as assistant for 
two years before taking over the 
hot-seat in 1982, but lasted just four 
months before getting the sack. 

He returned to Sweden and by 
1985 had taken over at Malmo - lead¬ 
ing them to a string of championships 
and establishing his reputation. 

But it was taking over as Switzer¬ 
land manager that elevated to the in¬ 
ternational stage - leading them 
successfully to the Euro 96 tourna¬ 
ment before being poached by Italian 
giants Inter Milan. 

Inter had suffered several seasons 
of decline and Mr Hodgson restored 
their pride; putting them back near 
the top of Serie A. 

He returned to English football and 
the Premier League with Blackburn 
Rovers in 1997, before spells at various 
clubs among them the national side of 
the United Arab Emirates and Finland. 

In December 2007, Mr Hodgson 
joined Fulham, leading them to the 
Europa League final in 2010, before a 
brief, ill-fated, spell in charge at Liver¬ 
pool where he suffered the ignomy of 
being sacked. 

But another Premier League club, 
West Bromich Albion, made him 
manager before his surprise appoint¬ 
ment - over the hotly-tipped Harry 
Redknapp - as England boss in 2012.

A STUDENT photographer 
has hit the back of the net 
after her work proved so 
powerful it will now form 
a major part of a project 
being compiled on the rise from the 
ashes of non-league football side Maid¬ 
stone United.

It would spell disaster, though, 
with the club going bust three years 
later. It reformed, at the foot of the 
football pyramid, and is now climb¬ 
ing its way back up the leagues. 

The project aims to explore the his¬ 
tory of the club through spoken word, 
performances and images. 

Miss Coombes said: “There was a 
real positive vibe from the Maidstone 
supporters and I tried to capture that 
energy in the photos. 

“I’m not really into football but it 
was a big confidence-builder to work 
on a project like this. It improved my 
communication skills and provided 
me with the experience I’ll need to be¬ 
come a professional photographer.”

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Mixed messages shows a lack of direction 


I DESPAIR. Governments do nothing to 
educate the public on many issues, 
particularly on the value of the EU. 

Nissan UK exports 85 per cent of its car 
production, mostly to the EU. Would they 
have come to Britain if we weren’t in the EU? 
Answers on a postcard to Nigel Farage, please. 
Following Ukip’s success in the recent European 
elections, I wonder how how many Ukip voters 
want to wash cars in supermarket car parks or 
work unsocial hours caring for the elderly for the 
minimum wage, under so much time pressure 
that they can’t do the job to a decent standard? 

It’s a question they need to ask themselves 
while others ponder why Ukip polled so well. It 
could be said that in Ukip, we reap the fruits of 
decades of utterly unimaginative government. 

And perhaps failure to address some key con¬ 
cerns. For example, climate change needs bold 
responses, like ruling out any new runways or 
airports. 

The Tories give in to ‘nimbys’ over onshore 
wind farms and then plan to emasculate the 
planning laws to subject us all to fracking - an 
extraction method ruled out in the likes of 
France and Germany. 

There is far too much oil shale, which we can’t 
use without committing genocide on our de¬ 
scendants, due to runaway climate change. 

Then we appear to buck a global trend; George 
Osborne cutting short our escalating carbon tax 
just as China introduces one, thus paving the 
way for the USA, to introduce one too; hitherto 
resisted as risking US competitiveness. 

And what about renewables? They create jobs 
and exports; Denmark’s Vestas has produced 19 
per cent of the world’s wind turbines, following 
huge domestic deployment. 

Yet we in the UK are way behind Italy, Ger¬ 
many, Spain, Norway, Serbia and Latvia in us¬ 
ing these energy sources. 

Beyond the Channel Tunnel and the Olym¬ 
pics, we have squandered our North Sea bonan¬ 
za on tax reductions, the wretched Trident, and 
a war of disputed legality. 

Governments promise to solve everything by 
reducing waste, increasing efficiency, and now 
reducing (!) taxes. 

In exchange, all the public services get are pay 
freezes, staff reductions, endless reorganisa¬ 
tions, meddling and exhortations from posh 
prigs who haven’t a clue. 

There was a case recently where a GP moved 
from a leafy suburb to a deprived part of a large 
northern town which suffered crime, drugs, 
poor health and lifestyles. They had to put in 
many unpaid hours to keep up. Why? “To bring 
more value-added to the job here”. 

These attitudes are to be found time and time 
again in public service. 

NHS and care costs rise at four per cent per 
annum due to an ageing population, and expen¬ 
sive medical advances, yet the Queen’s Speech 
almost starts with: “My government will also 
continue to cut -- taxes in order to in¬ 
crease peo- pie’s financial se¬ 

curity.”

Taking step into world where light 
shines amid shade for whole family 


As part of our on-going support for the children’s hospice 
Demelza, Sarah Linney takes a tour of its Sittingbourne site 


T HE sunshine is bright and 
beautiful as the car travels 
along a country lane and 
pulls up in front of what 
looks like a traditional 
Kentish oast house. 

As rural idylls go, it looks pretty 
perfect. But this is no bed and break¬ 
fast. This is the Demelza children’s 
hospice, the place where children 
with severe disabilities or life-limit¬ 
ing illnesses come for respite care, in 
Bobbing, just outside Sittingbourne. 

Few of life’s ills are tougher to bear, 
or to even think about, than a very 
sick child. 

And yet, from the moment I open 
the door and step into the colourful, 
welcoming building, I can see this is a 
place of hope and positivity - and de¬ 
termination in the face of the 
unendurable. 

Sitting on one of the bright red so¬ 
fas in the light and airy lounge, 
through the windows I can see the 
garden - the hospice is set in six acres 
of grounds. 

Yet it would be easy to think Demel¬ 
za is just for end of life care, or that it 
only focuses on the poorly child. 

But Demelza offers a far more holis¬ 
tic approach. It embraces the wider 
family; dotes on siblings who are per¬ 
haps overlooked amid the attention 
poured onto the sick child; and gives 
parents who face physical and mental 
strain caring for their ill son, or 
daughter, an essential breather. 

The hospice’s spokeswoman Helen 
Francis explained: “The main part of 
what we do is respite care. 

“Children can come and stay for 
one or two nights, or one or two 
weeks. The whole family can stay, or 
the child can stay alone.

“In the summer holidays we get a 
lot of families booking at the same 
time because they get to know each 
other and they know they can talk to 
each other. It is a big thing for people 
to come here and know they can talk 
to other parents. 

“When your child is ill, you are 
suddenly thrown into this world 
where you have to give up your job, 
learn medical procedures and become 
more of a nurse. Everything has 
changed.” 

It is that strain on the family which 
often goes overlooked... although not 
at Demelza. 

Mrs Francis adds: “A lot of our par¬ 
ents can’t work and might never get a 
good night’s sleep. We have parents 
whose children are awake every two 
hours, or need turning or need 
medication. 

“If they come here, the child’s med¬ 
ical needs are being looked after and 
they can have a proper rest.” 

And it seems that, just like any 
young person, the children enjoy a bit 
of freedom from parental control. 

“A lot of the time they love being 
away from their mum and dad,” Mrs 
Francis laughs. 

“We look after a lot of children who 
might be in a wheelchair, but are 
completely aware of what’s going on. 
They are normal children. 

“They have to rely on carers get¬ 
ting them up in the morning and go 
to bed when their carers put them to 
bed, but when they come here they 


can stay up as late as they like be¬ 
cause there are nurses on the night 
shift. 

“Some children might not have a 
bath at home - they might just have a 
shower trolley - and to be able to have 
a really nice, long, relaxing bath with 
bubbles and lights is a real luxury.” 

And brothers and sisters are ca¬ 
tered for too. 

“We do lots of work with siblings, 
doing activities and taking them out 
on trips,” Mrs Francis says. 

“If you have a child who is very ill, 
sometimes the brothers and sisters 
get forgotten about because the wor¬ 
ry and focus is on the ill child. 

“They can feel a bit isolated as they 
may not know anyone else of their 
age who is going through the same 
thing, but here they are surrounded

by people in the same situation who 
they can talk to.” 

The hospice takes children from 
birth up to the age of 19 and has 10 
bedrooms, so all children have their 
own room, sharing a bathroom with 
the room next door. 

There is also en-suite family ac¬ 
commodation where the whole fami¬ 
ly can stay together, with cooking 
and washing facilities if they want to 
use them. 

I’m led through to the kitchen and 
dining room where light streams in 
through huge windows. 

T he whole building was de¬ 
signed by architect Derek 
Phillips - who founded the 
charity 16 years ago with his 
wife Jennifer in memory of their 
daughter, Demelza - and the kitchen 
is designed to look like a Kentish 
country kitchen. 

“We have children who can’t eat 
orally so they are fed through a tube. 
But we try to get everyone to the table 
so it is a social occasion,” Mrs Francis 
explains. 

We walk through the corridors to 
the computer room, past endless toys, 
and walls covered with artwork the 
children have created. 

The computer room is full of special 
equipment, all donated by a charity 
called Lifelites, including touch¬ 
screens and a giant squishy mouse 
which children who don’t have much 
hand movement can use. 


Then there’s the music room. 

“You might have children who can 
hardly hear,” Mrs Francis says, “but if 
you sit them at the piano they can feel 
the vibrations. 

“We get children who can’t speak 
or walk, but they can still communi¬ 
cate through music or art. 

“There is a sound beam where you 
make music just by moving or cutting 
a beam of light. If you have a child 
who can only blink, who can’t move 
their hands or arms, they can create 
a CD of music for the family.” 

She says this so matter-of-factly 
that I have to stop, and review what 
has just been said in my head so I can 
make sense of it... a child who can 
only blink. 

That is the moment when I begin to 
comprehend what this place really 
means. 

When I think of a child who can 
only blink, I think instinctively of all 
the things that child can’t do; all the 
suffering created by those 
limitations. 

But at Demelza they think of all the 
things that child can do. All the pos¬ 
sibilities their disability must not be 
allowed to prevent. All the options 
open to that person. 

If keeping my inner child under 
control was tough in the music room, 
it is almost impossible in the multi- 
sensory room. This is an interactive 
room designed to stimulate children’s 
senses in different ways and can be 
used to help those with sensory prob¬ 
lems, or who are upset and need to be 
soothed. 

There is a waterbed with fibreoptic 
lights, a ball pit, mats, bubble tubes, a 
multicoloured fan light, a music sys¬ 
tem and soft cubes, which children

DEMELZA stages its biggest 
fund-raising event of the year this 
week, as its Go Dotty campaign 
gets under way again. 

Having started on Friday the 
week-long series of events is its 
main community event with 
everything from sponsored walks 
to special charity performances 
taking place across the county.

can hold onto to help them balance if 
they have difficulty. 

Before I can no longer resist the 
temptation to jump into the ball pit 
and play, we move onto the art room 
where a group of children are doing 
finger painting and making letters. 

“Little ones who don’t have a lot of 
movement can still do finger and hand 
prints,” my guide explains. “They 
make a lot of memories in here that 
their parents can take home with 
them.” 

A nother of the hospice’s most 
popular facilities is the hy¬ 
drotherapy pool - a 1.3m- 
deep expanse of water with 
a jacuzzi at one end and a temperature 
much warmer than a normal pool. 

“The children who come here can’t 
use public swimming pools as the 
water is too cold and the changing fa¬ 
cilities are often not disabled friendly,” 
Mrs Francis explains. 

“Here they can just get changed by 
the pool and walk in. And because of 
the buoyancy of the water, children 
who are in wheelchairs can walk from 
one end to the other.” 

The soft play room is packed with 
items like a trampoline, a ball pit, 
lights that go off if you throw balls at 
them, tunnels with fibreoptic lights 
and a light beam that you can wave a 
bat in front of to make music; a truly 
remarkable place. 

“If you have a child with a disability 
or who is in a wheelchair, they proba¬ 
bly can’t use normal soft play areas,” 
Mrs Francis explains. 

“They are not going to hurt them¬ 
selves here because it is all cushioned if 
they fall over, and they can come in 
with their brothers and sisters.” 

Upstairs is the Tiz room for the over- 
15s, where teenagers can make food, 
watch DVDs, play table football and 
generally enjoy a bit of 
independence. 

I meet Lucy Hudson, 20, who suffers 
from mytonic muscular dystrophy, a 
muscle-wasting disease. 

Lucy has been coming to Demelza 
since she was 12, and is now at college 
studying health and social care. 

As part of her course, she volunteers 


in the hospice’s marketing and com¬ 
munications department every Friday. 

“I didn’t know about Demelza before I 
was 12-1 could have started coming in 
when I was four,” she explains. 

“Demelza helped me with college 
and helped with my self-confidence. 

“I didn’t want to leave because they 
had helped me for seven years and I 
like to think that by volunteering I am 
helping them in return.” 

Outside is a spectacular playground, 
which features a giant adventure ship 
called HMS Demelza. The playground 
is fully wheelchair accessible, with 
even a wheelchair accessible swing. 

Nearby is the Garden of Tranquilli¬ 
ty, a quiet place filled with water fea¬ 
tures, fish and thousands of plants 
where children can play and bereaved 
families can come to reflect. 

Stones dotted around the garden 
bear the names of children who have 
died.

On the ethos of Demelza 

It is a reminder that despite ah the 
life injected into a child’s days, the hos¬ 
pice does cater for those with 
life-limiting illness. 

And when the inevitable occurs, it is 
ready. 

“It’s never going to be easy, but this 
makes it that little bit easier,” Mrs 
Francis says. 

“If the parents don’t really know 
how to tell their other children we can 
give advice on the best way of breaking 
the news to them. 

“And if a child dies, the support doesn’t 
stop. We offer counselling and we are 


here for the family as long as they 
need us. There are events for bereaved 
families every year, where brothers 
and sisters can do memory-making 
activities.” 

As well as the Kent hospice, the 
charity also runs a six-bed centre in 
Eltham, south London, and provides a 
hospice at home service in East Sus¬ 
sex, where nurses care for children in 
their own homes so parents can have 
a break. 

W ith 800 families on its 
books, 200 staff and 
1,300 volunteers, the 
hospice needs £9 mil¬ 
lion a year to keep going. 

A small amount of this comes from 
the Government, and there is also 
money from sources such as Children 
In Need, but most comes from fund¬ 
raising, including legacies and gifts, 
collections, fund-raising events, the 
hospice’s shops across the county, its 
lottery, and corporate support. 

I cannot begin to imagine how they 
raise such a staggering amount. 

“We do need the constant support of 
the community in Kent to carry on 
day in, day out,” Mrs Francis says. 

“And that money is just for us to 
stand still. If we want to do more, or 
update our facilities, we need to raise 
more. It’s not easy - and there is grow¬ 
ing demand. We are still not reaching 
out to all the families who need us. 
Some of them don’t know that we are 
here, or what we do. 

“And some of them are scared about 
coming to a hospice because it has an 
association with end of life care, or be¬ 
cause they think that coming here is 
admitting they can’t cope, or they 
don’t feel able to leave their child with 
anyone else. 

“People think it is going to be like a 
hospital, but it is the most incredible, 
positive, cheery, inspiring place,” Mrs 
Francis says. 

“The ethos is very much making the 
most of every moment. We have a 
team of amazing nurses and care as¬ 
sistants. A child’s disability doesn’t 
have to stop them doing things. We 
want them to have opportunities and 
fun like anyone else their age.” 
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Reminders off the coast reveal 
story of nation's wartime past 


Despite the passing of 70 years, there are still 
many relics that recall the sacrifices made during 
the Second World War, reports Jamie Weir... 


S CROWDS flock to the seaside this 
summer, lurking off our coastline 
are some remarkable relics of a na¬ 
tion at war. 

With the recent 70th anniver¬ 
sary of the D-Day landings in Normandy being 
marked on both sides of the Channel, it is sober¬ 
ing that some of the key fortifications construct¬ 
ed by the Allies to help defeat the German forces 
across the water remain in place today. 

Just this month, part of a floating harbour de¬ 
signed for use on the Normandy beaches, but 
which became stuck on a sandbank off the coast 
at Littlestone-on-Sea, was designated “an an¬ 
cient scheduled monument” by conservation 
group English Heritage. 

Clearly visible at low tide, and known as the 
Phoenix caisson, it was designed to form part of 
the Mulberry Harbour - a mobile port facility 
used by the Allies and designed to sink or float 
as necessary. 

It was an essential part of plans to land more 
than 100,000 soldiers on the Normandy beach¬ 
es as part of the invasion. 

However, it got jammed on the sandbank and 
it has remained there ever since - a lasting re¬ 
minder of one of the Second World War’s great 
turning points. 

Explains Veronica Fiorato, of English Herit¬ 
age,: “The caisson is a tangible reminder of Op¬ 
eration Overlord and its contribution to world 
history. It has stayed exactly where it was parked 
and survives in very good condition, having lost 
only its anti-aircraft gun mounting.” 


And it is not alone: As thousands head into 
Whitstable and Herne Bay, on the horizon look¬ 
ing over the Thames Estuary are the distinct 
Maunsell Forts. 

They sit on tripod-like stilts miles out to sea, 
dwarfed by the nearby Kentish Flats wind tur¬ 
bines, but intriguing all who peer towards them. 

Built as an essential defence during the Sec¬ 
ond World War, they remain little altered since 
the days of raids by the German Luftwaffe. 
Tourists still flock to sign up to boat trips which 
take you across the choppy waters to see them 
looming up from the deep up close. 

But why are they there? The port of London 
was one of the busiest in the world at the out¬ 
break of war in 1939 - with a huge number of 
ships using it every day - and to reach it, vessels 
needed to travel down the Thames, wrapping 
along the north Kent coast. 

Ian Beckett, professor of military history at 
the University of Kent explains: “The forts 
evolved from the need to prevent German air¬ 
craft dropping mines in the Thames Estuary as 
well as preventing activity by Germany’s fast at¬ 
tack E-boats; the latter especially after the fall of 
France in 1940.” 


The mines were a hugely disruptive force in 
the water channel. 

Dropped by planes flying over the area, they 
bobbed just below the surface. But rather than 
exploding on impact with a boat’s hull, they 
were triggered, instead, by magnetic sensors. 

The sensors would register the steel hull of a 
ship when they came close to the mine, detonat¬ 
ing as they passed. 

Damage was extensive. To the extent that the 
War Office became urgently aware of the need 
to do something to protect shipping in the area. 

Initially the defensive ring around the estu¬ 
ary came in the form of battleships, placed stra¬ 
tegically to protect it from Nazi bombers. 

ut this solution proved too resource in¬ 
tensive, leaving the military lacking in 
ships and men to use elsewhere. 

The Maunsell Forts, however, were 
the perfect solution. 

Explains Professor Beckett: “Guy Maunsell 
had worked on the idea before the war and was 
then requested to start afresh in October 1940 
by the Admiralty. 

“Agreement to proceed was given in March 


1941 with four naval forts to be built by the firm 
Messrs Holloway Brothers at the Red Lion 
Wharf at Gravesend.” 

His initial plans were quite different to those 
that remain visible from the coast today. 

He based them loosely on the Arc de Triom- 
phe in Paris. It took the form of two large, hol¬ 
low, reinforced concrete pillars, which were 
mounted on to a floating barge. Then a large 
platform was built to straddle the pillars which 
housed gun emplacements. 

The forts stood an imposing 33-metres high, 
weighing 4,500 tonnes each. They were armed 
with four heavyweight anti-aircraft guns. 

Professor Beckett said: “Once built, the forts 
were floated on their base, a pontoon like struc¬ 
ture, to their final resting place. 

“They were then sunk. The first fort was only 
completed in February 1942 and was put in po¬ 
sition with some difficulty. The other three were 
placed between June and July 1942.” 

Two were positioned in the estuary - one off 
the Margate coast on Tongue Sands, the other 
12 miles off the coast of Herne Bay known as 
Knock John. 

These sea forts were manned by 120 men 
who would do a six-week tour of duty before be¬ 
ing allowed 10 days shore leave. 

Professor Beckett said: “It must have been a 
fairly mundane existence.” 

In 1943, as the war progressed, the Army 
wanted more fortifications and so Guy Maunsell 
was called upon again. 

Different to the original sea forts, the Army

forts were to take the shape of a larger group of 
buildings, all of which would be interconnected 
by a series of walkways. 

Each fort comprised seven different towers, 
standing on tripod-like concrete legs which had 
a ‘picture frame’ base on the sea bed. The legs 
supported a two-storey high steel box which 
measured 11 metres by 11 metres. 

P rofessor Beckett said: “The Army forts 
were designed by Maunsell in 1941 for 
use in the Humber and Mersey estuar¬ 
ies although the Humber plan was 
abandoned in January, 1943. Three were placed 
in the Thames Estuary between July and De¬ 
cember, 1943 at the Nore, off Sheppey, and the 
Red Sands and Shivering Sands off Herne Bay 
and Whitstable.” 

The seven individual structures were based 
on land anti-aircraft batteries. 

With a control tower at their centre, it was 
armed with radar to alert them to incoming 
Luftwaffe raids. The control tower was sur¬ 
rounded by a further four structures which 
were armed with 3.7 inch guns, whilst the oth¬ 
er two towers had smaller arms, with the tower 
furthest from the group housing searchlights. 

Although these new Army forts were initially 
crewed by 165 men, this figure rose to 265 less 
than a year after they first opened. 

This was because by 1943, the Germans had 
begun using their new VI ‘flying bomb’. These 
flew much faster than the planes which the forts 


were designed to defend against. If the forts’ 
crew stood any chance of hitting them, the gun 
emplacements needed to be constantly ready. 

The crews of the Army forts served for a four 
week term, before being allowed back to shore 
for 10 days where they would be stationed at the 
Drill Hall in Gillingham. 

Conditions aboard both the sea and Army 
forts were cramped, stressful and isolated for 
the men who were posted to them. 

Professor Beckett said: “The forts were to 
prove useful in combatting the VI flying bombs 
after June 1944. In all, the forts shot down 22 
aircraft and 30 Vis and destroyed one E-boat.” 

When the war ended in 1945 the forts re¬ 
mained occupied by maintenance crews. 

By 1956 the MoD saw no further use for them 
and they were decommissioned. 

Professor Beckett explains: “The guns were 
taken off the Army forts in 1956 but not from 
the sea forts until 1992. The latter guns were 
sent to the museum at Scapa Flow, but one is in 
New Tavern Fort at Gravesend. 

“A Swedish ship collided with the Nore fort, to 
the north of Sheppey, in March, 1953 and four 
civilian caretakers were killed. Shivering Sands 
was also hit by a ship in June, 1963. A pirate ra¬ 
dio station operated from the Shivering Sands 
for a number of years.” 

Today they remain a stark reminder of our 
modern history, of the county’s strategic posi¬ 
tion, and of challenges and tragedy which faced 
those involved in the conflict. 
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Controversial call to ban parking 
near our schools to battle obesity 


Medway councillor Mike O’Brien has put forward 
a radical solution to make our children fitter, and 
it is growing in support. Sarah Linney reports 


ARENTS should be made to walk their 
children at least part of the way to 
school to combat rising levels of child 
obesity, a councillor has proposed. 
The controversial idea comes from 
Mike O’Brien, portfolio holder for children’s 
services on Medway Council. 

He is calling for parents doing the school run 
to be banned from parking within half a mile of 
their child’s school, forcing them to give their 
children some exercise. 

“I want to change the school run to the school 
walk,” Cllr O’Brien said. 

“Twenty per cent of children in Medway are 
obese when they start secondary school, and 
that figure is increasing. 

“We all accept that is wrong and we can’t 
allow it to continue, so we need to take every 
step we can to do something about it.” 

Thirty per cent of adults in Medway are obese, 
compared with a national average of some 24.2 
per cent. 

Almost 10 per cent of children in the area are 
obese by the time they start primary school, 
which rises to more than 20 per cent by the time 
they are in Year Six - although this is not far 
above the national average of 18.9 per cent. 

The World Health Organisation says it “re¬ 
gards childhood obesity as one of the most seri¬ 
ous global public health challenges for the 21st 
century”. 

It adds: “Obese children and adolescents are 
at an increased risk of developing various health 
problems, and are also more likely to become 
obese adults.” 

The health problems associated with obesity, 
including increased risk of heart attacks, strokes 
and diabetes, are well documented. 

But Cllr O’Brien says the benefits of walking 
to school extend far beyond a healthy lifestyle. 

“When you walk, you talk to people,” the 
Conservative councillor said. 

“Children meet their friends, mums and dads 
meet other mums and dads... it helps with isola¬ 
tion and community as well as health and 
well-being. 

“When I was young, we walked everywhere 
- and there was still traffic on the roads. 

“It is a manageable half a mile - so is a mile a 
day - and the big thing about walking is it’s free. 

“And it has to be better than being stuck in a 
traffic jam.” 

Few would argue with the spirit of the sugges¬ 
tion or the desire to make children fitter and 
healthier. 

B ut despite the obvious health benefits of 
walking, many parents still choose to 
drive their children even short distanc¬ 
es - whether out of concerns over road 
safety, potential abductors or simply a perceived 
lack of time. 

“Often the reason is they are too busy, or they 
have one child at one school and one child at an¬ 
other. I sympathise with that,” said the councillor. 

“But there are 33 walking bus schemes in 
Medway [where children walk to school in big 
groups along a set route, accompanied by 
adults]. 

“I can understand peoples’ concerns about 
safety and we have got to ensure we extend the 
walking bus scheme. 

“But the reality is we either do something or we 
do nothing. And we can’t afford to do nothing. We 


need to take steps which are outside the box.” 

Cllr O’Brien appeared on BBC Radio 4 and 
BBC Radio 5 to discuss the proposals and says 
he has had a great deal of feedback from around 
the country. 

“I’ve sometimes been accused of looking 
through rose-tinted glasses, but the majority of 
people agree with me,” he said. 

“Those who don’t come up with all sorts of 
reasons, and we need to look at those reasons. 

“It will be fraught with difficulties, and where 
it’s impractical, it’s impractical.” 

Of course, maintaining a healthy weight is 
not just about exercise but about diet too - but 
Cllr O’Brien says both are important. 

He said: “We are proposing to ban fast food 
takeaways from opening near schools and the 
NHS is already doing what it can to encourage 
healthy eating. 

“We already have free swimming for under-16s 
in Medway, which hundreds of young people 
take advantage of. 

“This is one of the ways to tackle the problem. 
It’s part of a big jigsaw. I am happy to listen to 
any suggestion anyone has on the issue.” 

H owever, Margaret Morrissey, the 
founder of parents’ campaign group 
Parents Outloud, said the proposals 
were unrealistic. 

“No-one can argue with the fact walking is 
good for children’s health - but being realistic, 
the majority of people are dropping children off 
and going to work or have to be at another 
school or have smaller children,” she said. 

“You’d have to leave home earlier, then find 
somewhere to park - it would add probably 
20 minutes to half an hour onto the journey 
every morning. 

“And those few minutes in the morning make 
a huge difference. 

“It’s not practical when the weather’s bad - 
and it will just be a problem for wherever the 
parents do park. 

“We are not living in times past, we are living 
in today’s world, where parents have to get into 
work. 

“Not all parents can walk their children to 
school. 

“My son lives in Appledore, near Ashford, 
which would be about a six to eight-mile walk 
from the school his children go to.” 

She said there were more effective solutions to the 
problem of children being severely overweight. 

“I suggest he [Cllr O’Brien] gets all the chil¬ 
dren who live in flats into houses and provides 
gardens, more play provision and more playing 
fields,” Mrs Morrissey said. 

“Or get schools to put into the curriculum a 
time when children go out walking with the 
school. I think we also have to look at the kind of 
food we allow to be produced. 

“Ready meals have huge amounts of sugar 
and fat in. Towns are stuffed with takeaways 
and shops have sweets laid everywhere. Parents 
are an easy target. 

“A lot of obesity is about the individual’s me¬ 
tabolism. 

“People should find out before they start 
throwing accusations.”

Pair determined to bring 
‘Isle of Dead' back to life

T HANET. What are we to 
do with Thanet? 

So often portrayed as 
the basket case of 
southern England for its 
perceived social and economic ills, 
its reputation so often tarnished 
by a council that at times in the 
past has appeared to represent all 
that is bad about local government. 
And yet a place that inspires fierce 
loyalty among its citizens, native 
and adopted alike. 

Such has been the seemingly 
ceaseless whirlpool of scandal, 
rumour and misadventure relating 
to the ‘Isle of the Dead’, the 
unfortunate name once attributed 
to it in centuries past, that a 
thriving political blog scene in the 
first decade of this one was 
testament to the fervour and the 
passion engendered by the place. 


And today there is a monthly 
journal, Thanet Watch, that 
presents a rich gamut of views, 
opinion and observation, together 
with genuine reporting on many 
issues. 

The force behind Thanet Watch 
comprises partners Christine 
Tongue, a film-maker, and 
journalist Norman Thomas, 
whose first media foray in the area 
was their film Thanet On Film. 

It proved so successful that 
people queued to get into the 
(admittedly quite small) Windsor 
Cinema in Broadstairs to enjoy it. 

Either way, the pair were on to 
something. 

“We were making films, 
featuring environmental and 
social issues,” said Tongue. 

“We were doing one or two DVDs 
a year, but it wasn’t enough to keep 


up with what was going on in 
Thanet. The place needs an eye on 
what’s going on.” 

Of which more later, but it will be 
instructive to go back many years 
and many miles to where it all

began and a company called TV 
Choice that in 1982 employed the 
pair. 

“It was primarily a publisher of a 
weekly magazine called TV Choice, 
which was a selective guide to 
television and radio,” said Tongue. 


“But TV Times and Radio Times 
said we were infringing their 
copyright. All they did was get an 
injunction - then Time Out got 
involved and made a big case out 
of it. It became a bit of a cause 
celebre and at one point it was 
heading to the House of Lords, 
but we pulled out as we didn’t have 
the money - we were bankrupting 
ourselves with legal costs. 

“We weren’t infringing copyright 

- we didn’t know how to. They 
would say ‘How could they possibly 
know that? ’, but we just spoke to the 
producers. TV was very predictable 
at the time, although Channel 4 
had just started.” 

“We got some things wrong 

- made some terrible blunders. 

“There was a Samuel Beckett

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Choral society conductor to celebrate 30-year 
association by leading the Royal Philharmonic 



Richard Cooke will join list of prestigious contemporaries by taking rostrum at forthcoming concert 


T HIS month’s Canterbury 
Choral Society (CCS) 
concert in the city 
cathedral will be a very 
special occasion as it 
marks the 30th anniversary of 
conductor Richard Cooke’s time with 
the society. 

Further, he will be conducting 
the Royal Philharmonic Orchestra 
(RPO)at the event. 

The RPO, based in London, was 
formed by Sir Thomas Beecham in 
1946 and has gone on to become one 
of the most prestigious orchestras of 
its time, with conductors including 
Vladimir Ashkenazey, Charles 
Mackerras and Yehudi Menuhin. 

The concert, on Saturday, June 21, 
will be Ludwig van Beethoven’s 
Missa Solemnis. 

“I have long regarded it as one of 
the very greatest of works,” said 
Cooke. 

“It stretches choir, orchestra and 
soloists to a limit but achieves a 
magnificence and depth of 
expression that is unsurpassed in 
any other work, even though a few 
others might also reach the same 
heights. 

“CCS performs this work with

the confidence that it knows it needs 
to achieve what it demands. 

“The Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra will provide a world-class 
orchestral performance.” 

Beethoven composed Missa 
Solemnis for the enthronement of his 
friend and pupil Archduke Rudolph 
as Archbishop of Olmiitz, completing 
it three years after the enthronement 
ceremony. 

Beethoven was not a religious man 
- there is no anecdotal evidence of 
his ever having chosen to attend a 


church service - but in his final 
years he did become deeply spiritual. 

This work, one of only three overtly 
religious works in his output, is the 
most representative of that. 

It was on the manuscript of this 
work that Beethoven wrote the words 
“From the heart - may it return to 
the heart”. 

There is a theatricality to the 
Missa Solemnis that has led many 
commentators to suggest that it is 
more appropriate to the concert hall 
than the church. 


With four soloists and a choir, 
some have even suggested it should 
be regarded more as a short opera 
than anything else. 

The soloists chosen by Cooke for 
this performance all have firm roots 
in opera and include Sarah Fox, who 
has sung in Wagner’s Der Ring des 
Nibelungen for the Royal Opera 
House, and Gaynor Keeble, winner of 
the London Lieder Prize and with 
many opera roles to her name, 
including one in Peter Grimes for the 
Aldeburgh Festival. 


The male soloists will be James 
MacDougall, who is the nation’s 
voice of classical music for BBC Radio 
Scotland and a regular presenter on 
BBC Radio 3. 

The bass part will be sung by 
Michael Pearce, a firm favourite with 
Canterbury audiences.

play that was on at 6pm and not 
10pm, as we’d said.” 

In the scheme of things, it’s not the 
greatest shocker in the world, but a 
healthy bit of self-deprecation is 
never a bad thing. 

It’s something that comes across 
when Thomas talks about his early 
days in journalism in his home city 
of Cardiff. 

“I was part of a student community 
paper, The Cardiff Link, which had 
weekly listings and investigative 
stories. There was a bias towards 
student stories central to Cardiff. I 
trained myself on that,” he said. 

He moved on to London and 
writing for the computer trade. 

“It was office technology and 
computer games. I knew very little 
about computers and was just busily 
rattling away with the typewriter 
and faxing. There was very little 
technology.” 

It was in the capital that he met 
Christine, who had lived in 
Wolverhampton for her first 33 
years. 

“He had a big expense account 
- that was one of his attractions at 
the time,” she said with a smile. 

“I was studying philosophy and 
English at university and he offered 
to type my Masters - that’s how he 
wormed his way into my affections.” 

Whatever the initial motives, a 
strong partnership had been begun 
and by 1991 the pair had bought a 
house in Broadstairs. although they 
still lived and worked in the city. 

“The big recession and fall in 
house prices made the move 
possible,” said Thomas. 


That and a suitably dramatic tale 
for a journalist... 

“On Halloween 1986,1 was run 
over by a drink-driver in Westminster. 
I’d saved Christine’s life by pushing 
her forward. I just remember being 
on the pavement dying.” 

Happily, a police car was flagged 
down and an ambulance arrived to 
prevent the worst. 

Thomas said: “The bloke was fined 
£600 and banned for two years. I 
don’t remember the accident. If I saw 
the guy again, I wouldn’t recognize 
him. My philosophy is not to dwell

on things. 

“The funny thing was, I had been 
working late and went for a drink. I 
was in the pub urinals and there was 
a guy next to me dressed as the Grim 
Reaper -1 do remember that.” 

T he compensation for the 

accident was enough to fund 
the purchase of the Broadstairs 
house and three years after 
buying it the pair moved to Thanet for 
good. They were, of course, classic 
DfLs (Down from London). 

Or not, given what was to follow. 
“We fell passionately in love with 
Thanet,” said Thomas. 

“The beaches, what’s left of the 
countryside, the architecture. 

“We feel an anger at things that 
are happening here that are 


damaging the area, the environment 
and people’s quality of life.” 

His partner chips in at this point. 

“Also it was too interesting, what 
was going on,” she said. 

“We want to highlight that change. 
It’s been mostly for the worst in terms 
of loss of green space - it’s really, 
really criminal.” 

“The beaches are the one thing 
you’d think they couldn’t blight, but 
look at what’s happening with 
Ramsgate seafront. 

“We want to say it’s a really 
beautiful area and that with the 
right management this could be a 
wonder of Britain. 

“It’s been dumped on - the rubbish 
bin of the country. You walk on a 
sunny day and see all these wonderful 
things, then you come across a mad 
piece of development or one that’s 
been delayed for years. 

“There’s rubbish and broken 
widows, certainly-it’s like after a 
festival. But the official, legal 
vandalism that goes on is much 
worse - the rubbish is nothing 
compared with the official stuff. 

“We can only write or make a film 
about it. We can only do it in concert 
with other people, though.” 

And do those people appear? 

Apathy dominates at almost every 
level in every place, it seems, so are 
the good and caring folk of Thanet 
getting involved? 

“People get in touch and ask what 
we can do about it all,” Thomas said. 

“The problem is people’s fear to 
put their heads above the parapet 
- they’re afraid of the economic 
repercussions for themselves, friends 
and family. It’s understandable - it’s 
a poor area.” 

Tongue struck a similar tone.

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“We’re finding that more people are 
speaking out, but, apart from the 
fear of damaging livelihoods in such 
a close-knit area, people are worried 
about what might happen to them.” 

The fear, the pair say, is twofold. 
There’s the danger of upsetting the 
wrong people and ending up losing 
your job or, say, a contract for your 
business. More sinister, though, is 
the suggestion that darker, more 
criminal, forces are at work. 

It might be easy to dismiss such 
claims as just more yarns in the 
rumour mill that is this eastern tip of 
Kent - and what you’d expect from a 
man who wrote and presented a play 
entitled Gangsters In Thanet. 

“We do get told stories of what’s 
going on and people tell us they’ll 
come and talk, but most of these 
guys don’t show up,” said Thomas. 

Whether you choose to believe 
there are such forces at work or not, 


it is undeniable that Thanet has lost 
much of its open land to an onslaught 
of housing development over recent 
decades, a puzzling phenomenon 
given the fact the official statistics 
tell us there is little work available 
for all those in-comers, let alone 
those who already live here. 

The strange situation is not lost on 
either individual. 

“All these houses are being built 
when we’re still in recession and 
there’s no one lined up to buy them,” 
said Tongue. 

Her partner picked up the theme. 

“You can fill up every green space 
there is and the homeless will still be 
there. There’s no justification to keep 
building,” said Thomas. 

Despite the subject matter, the pair 
come over as cheery, light-hearted 
souls, while Thanet Watch, they 
stress, is far from all doom and gloom. 

“Since we came here, we have made 


a series of films showing the beautiful 
and the bad things of Thanet,” said 
Tongue. 

“The role of Thanet Watch is to 
protect the best of what’s here and 
give a guide to people new to the

area - the arts, local history and 
the environment. That is what’s at 
the core. And, yes, we are trying to 
stop what is going on here. 

“Preserve what you’ve got - stop 
cutting trees down. We’ve got Grade 
1 farmland - why build on it? 

“We’ve got beautiful beaches - 


why try to build on them? ” 

Thomas stressed the positive: 

“We should all be concentrating on 
trying to make Thanet as attractive 
and environmentally sustainable as 
it can be. If we make the place as 
good as it can be, people will come. 
There are lots of houses, so people 
can move here. 

“It surely can’t be a bad thing to 
make a place as beautiful as it can be 
for the people who live here and the 
people who are coming in.” 

G angsters In Thanet was 

performed at The Red Hall, 
the Broadstairs building 
that forms a base for Thanet 

Watch. 

Such a name can create an 
immediate impression as to the pair’s 
ideological bedrock, but any such 
conclusions might be wide of the 
mark. The explanation is in fact far 
more pragmatic. 

Thomas said: “This was the Red 
Cross training centre - it was all a 
legacy from the Red Cross, who were 
going to sell it off for flats. 

“We thought that was a bad 
thing to happen and we were looking 
for offices. They could rent back from 
us every Tuesday evening for their 
training. 

“We thought we’d change the 
name of the place, but people said 
you can’t do that - this is what it’s 
known as. We do associate more 
with red than with blue, sure, but it’s 
not as clear-cut at that.” 

Laughing, he added: “If people 
want to see us as an anarchic centre 
of subversiveness, that’s up to them 
- after all, we’re known as the Red 
Hall Massive.” 

The hall hosts 50 at most and its 


relatively small size is not an issue to 
the ‘Massive’. 

“We could have gone looking for 
some huge venue,” said Thomas. 

“It’s good to have a place where 
people can talk. We want people and 
political representatives from all 
sides here - the basic common 
denominator is do you have an 
interest in the area. 

“We’ve hosted am-dram 
productions and groups like Friends 
of the Earth. The hall covers costs, 
but we have lots of organisations that 
don’t pay to use it.” 

It won’t come as surprise to learn 
there is now a Thanet Watch website 
(thanetwatch.wordpress.com) 
alongside the magazine, so where 
might the whole thing wind up? 

“We don’t want to turn Thanet 
Watch into a huge business,” said 
Thomas. “It just provides enough to 
live on, really. It might be good if one 
day it could give us a salary. We live 
on savings to a degree.” 

TV Choice is now run from 
Bromley and there’s no involvement 
in its operation, so for Christine 
Tongue and Norman Thomas of The 
Red Hall life will be largely centered 
on Thanet Watch. 

“If people don’t make a fuss, things 
can only get worse,” said Tongue. 

“That plays into the hands of the 
people who might want to run 
things for their own benefit. 

“That’s what Thanet Watch is 
dedicated to - not allowing people to 
operate in the gloom. They benefit by 
being able to operate in the gloom, in 
the shade.”

In a nondescript old warehouse there is a secret army at work cooking up a 
storm led by one of the UK’s top celebrity chefs, as Kate Whiting found out 


N ILE Street, in London’s 
East End, is Jamie Oliver 
HO, from where the chef 
and his team of cooks 
mastermind his next 
move... or maybe not. 

“Everyone always seems to think 
there’s a massively strategic... 
strategy,” says Oliver, laughing, 
“but, generally, there isn’t.” 

It’s quite a task to count up the 
number of pies he currently has 
fingers in: there are his restaurants 
(37 Jamie’s Italians at last count, 
Fifteen, Barbecoa...), his publishing 
empire (umpteen books and Jamie 
magazine), the Jamie At Home 
cookery range, his Fabulous Feasts 
catering business, his Fresh One 
production company... the list goes 
on and on. 

It sounds exhausting, but today 
Oliver is as fresh-faced as ever and 
has boundless energy. 

It’s reflected in his latest venture, 
Food Tube, a YouTube network 
dedicated to cooking videos - his 
organic, interactive alternative to 
normal food programmes. 

Since it launched last year, 
millions have watched clips - such 
as Oliver and Kevin Bacon going 
head to head in an ultimate 
bacon-sandwich contest - and it’s 
made viral stars of his proteges, 


including DJ BBO, Cupcake Jemma 
and Kerryann Dunlop, who have 
all now launched cookbooks under 
the banner ‘Jamie Oliver’s Food 
Tube Presents...’ 

They’re currently all seated in 
comfy tan leather sofas on a floor 
of the warehouse that doubles as 
an office, complete with mood 
boards and a kitchen/studio for 
making Food Tube videos. 

“These guys smashed it,” says 
Jamie of why he picked the trio to 
have books published. 

44 I think Food Tube 
is the big one for me. If 
anything, I'm doing less 
in the next 10 years. I've 
tried lots of things. ** 

“I thought ‘June, July, barbecue, 
fantastic’. For comfort food on a 
budget, Kerryann’s just smashing 
it with the feedback from the 
audience - they really love her. 

“And who could not love Jemma 
and cakes?” 

They make a motley crew: DJ 
BBQ (aka Christian Stevenson) is 
an American extreme sports 
presenter-turned DJ-turned cook; 


hard-working Jemma Wilson 
wowed Jamie at a street party with 
her cupcake stall; and Kerryann 
was one of his first apprentices at 
Fifteen when she was just 17. 

“I’ve never left him alone really, I 
sort of stuck to him,” says the 
bubbly mum. 

Her book, The Family Cook Book, 
is full of scrummy recipes to make for 
and with kids and her secret weapon 
is what she calls the “batch” cook 
- making loads of something to 
freeze, like fish pie or her versatile 
Hidden Vegetable Pasta Sauce. 

DJ BBQ is so enthusiastic about 
cooking, it makes your mouth 
water. He’s adamant we should be 
barbecuing year-round, not just in 
summer. 

“It’s the original way we all 
cooked. We cooked on charcoal and 
on wood, and we shouldn’t have 
stopped because there’s flavour in 
that fuel,” he says. 

Oliver agrees, saying: “It’s only 
70 years that we’ve been cooking 
on electric and gas. 

“For the billion years before that, 
there’s always been a cinder, puffs 
of smoke - it’s a sensory thing. 

“If you stand in front of a fire, 
there’s something earthly and 
connected [about it], not sterile.” 

Jemma runs a bakery called 


Crumbs & Doilies and was there 
at the start of the ‘cupcake 
revolution’. Having a Food Tube 
channel is a “dream come true”. 

“When I was a kid, I always 
wanted to be a TV presenter and I’d 
put that to one side to start my 
bakery, but this means I get to do 
both things,” she says. 

“I’m proud of the bakery, but for 
a time I didn’t get to bake for fun. I 
just used to bake cupcakes. 

“Which is great, but sometimes, 
you just want to make a flapjack, 
you know? ” 

As for the Naked Chef himself, is 
there anything else Oliver’s 
working on - any more plans for 
world domination? 

“Not really. I think Food Tube is 
the big one for me. If anything, I’m 
doing less in the next 10 years. 

“I’ve had my very experimental 
five years and I’ve learned lots from 
it. I’ve tried and tested lots of tiny 
things. 

“Most of it has worked and a 
handful have failed, and that’s 
what it’s all about,” he says. 

“I think the next 15, 20 years is 
about doing less, being more 
focused, people, relationships - and 
having a good laugh.” 

And putting his feet up a bit? 

“I don’t know about that! ”

Cafe du Soleil 

Location: Canterbury

T HERE is rarely a better 
confirmation of quality 
than a busy, bustling 
restaurant. After all, if 
everyone else likes it, it 
must be good, right? 

Well, sort of. 

Because on a warm early summer 
Friday night, Cafe du Soleil in 
Canterbury is packed. In fact they’re 
turning people away at the door. 

Inside, the atmosphere is lively, the 
clientele predominantly a youthful 
25-35 audience and all looking like 
they’ve dressed up for the occasion. 

And the buzz is tangible. Classic 
Stev-e Wonder plays - I’d argue too 
loudly, but for the audience, probably 
right - and as a consequence chat 
volumes go up. Before you know it, 
the noise is all-encompassing. 

In short, if you’re 3 5-plus and 
looking for a romantic place, this 
may not be ideal for you. If you want 
a work outing or catch-up with 


friends, you may have found your 
next night out. 

Yet the Cafe du Soleil suffers a little 
from style over substance. It sits just 
yards from a car park (bit grim), but 
it’s the car park close to Westgate 
Towers (breathtaking) and you reach 
it by walking over a little bridge 
across the Stour (very pretty). 

Inside, the walls are bare brick 
with big textile murals. The kitchen, 
open and visible, stretches off to the 
right when you enter. 

Gripe one: the staff are possibly too 
efficient. While leaving a diner 
waiting for a prolonged period is a 
deadly sin of the restaurant trade, 
you don’t want service so swift that 
the sense of having food cooked to 
order disappears in the rush. 

A drinks order is taken almost the 
moment we sit down, and our meal 
requests are taken with no 
indication to the specials lurking on 
a board behind a wall of plants that 


is planted alongside us. 

But then the younger audience 
probably demands this. For everyone 
else, there’s no sense of that ‘good 
pace’ of a meal - instead, it’s just a 


little, well, rushed. 

I’d plumped for ‘four ducks’ as a 
starter, a dish featuring duck 
mousse, rillette, smoked breast and 
scratchings. It was a rather odd little 


dish but not without its charm. It did, 
however, feel as though it had all 
been prepared some time before 
rather than anything being made to 
order. Still, an acceptable starter. 

The main course was a far more 
satisfying experience. The seared 
Kentish lamb with fresh thyme and 
garlic was generous and tasty. 
Serving it with chips, though, 
seemed a bit too, what’s the phrase, 
well, a bit more Harvester. 

As we rattled on to pudding, we 
opted for the wood-fired Alaska for 
two - boasting home-made banana 
bread, ice cream and meringue. The 
meringue failed in pretty much all 
respects. It was gooey rather than 
crisp, and a bit of a mess. 

As we settled the bill - about £75 
for the two of us - and drained the 
remainder of a bottle of Prosecco, 
there was a strong sense that for the 
market it aims at, the less 
demanding diner with youth on their 
side, Cafe du Soleil no doubt delivers. 

For everyone else, however, you 
can enjoy better food and a far more 
amiable ambience - and all for a 
comparable price-tag - nearby.

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In the discovery lane * 
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Legal checks as council 
considers airport move

THANET District Council this week 
confirmed it was seeking independent 
legal advice as it weighed up the op¬ 
tion to serve a compulsory purchase 
order on Manston Airport. 

The Thanet airfield was shut last 
month after new owner Ann Gloag, 
who took over the site last October, 
claimed she was unable to make it 
work as a commercial operation. 

The businesswoman, who made 
her fortune as co-founder of the 
Stagecoach travel empire, acquired 
the site from Infratil for just £1. But 
efforts to secure passenger and freight 
contracts collapsed and she, like pre¬ 
vious owners before her, found them¬ 
selves struggling to make it commer¬ 
cially viable. 

Despite a number of bids - includ¬ 
ing a trio from US investment firm 
RiverOak, the last of which met the 
£7 million asking price - all were re¬ 
jected and some 150 staff were made 
redundant. 

There have been subsequent calls 
for the council to wade in and save

the airport by serving a compulsory 
purchase order - a legal function that 
can allow councils to acquire land 
without the permission of the owner 
if it is perceived as being for the great¬ 
er good of the community. 

Now the Labour-led council says it 
intends to seek independent legal ad¬ 
vice, given the extensive costs and li¬ 
abilities any such move on the site 


would involve. A spokesman for the 
council said: “Officers have also start¬ 
ed a procurement process for an inde¬ 
pendent industry expert to produce 
an assessment of the viability of the 
airport itself. 

“Before embarking on any compul¬ 
sory purchase process, the council is 
required to demonstrate that a future 
airport at the site is viable.” 

Meanwhile, new council leader Iris 
Johnston, who replaced Clive Hart 
following his resignation, has contin¬ 
ued to liaise with the Save Manston 
Airport group, her most recent meet¬ 
ing being on Thursday. 

Cllr Johnston is also to meet Ann 
Gloag in early July to discuss the fu¬ 
ture of the airport and to put forward 
her concerns. 

Cllr Johnston said: “A quick deci¬ 
sion on something with such signifi¬ 
cant financial implications would be 
foolish and is not something I would 
be willing to risk. 

“Officers have assured me that they 
are doing everything they can to 
progress this as a priority and we are 
hopeful that we could receive a report 
back within a maximum of four 
months.”

Report digs the dirt on old compost 

Which? magazine's new revelations that 
old stock is being sold could impact on 

gardeners, says Hannah Stephenson •, 



B AGS of old compost are 
still being sold in garden 
centres and DIY stores, 
with no indication of 
the date of production 
on the packaging, according to a 
report in the latest edition of 
Which? Gardening, the Consumers’ 
Association magazine. 

The report follows up its findings 
last June that old stock was on sale, 
which manufacturers said was down 
to the previous year’s poor summer. 

Yet the problem is still occurring, 
with researchers having found old 
stock of B&Q, Miracle-Gro, J Arthur 
Bower’s and Westland compost being 
sold again. 

Compost doesn’t normally have a 
sell-by or use-by date on it, so 
consumers may have trouble 
distinguishing old stock from new. 
But how effective is old compost? 
Which? Gardening claims that 
the nutrients in compost can degrade 
over time, so using a compost that is 
more than a year or two old could 
prevent plants from thriving. 

Guy Barter, chief horticultural 
adviser with the RHS, says that 
certainly organic potting compost 
deteriorates with time. 

“Any organic fertilisers 
incorporated in the compost will 
break down over time and the 
soluble nutrients will become too 
salty and strong, which could 
damage the roots of young plants. 

“Potting composts have been 
formulated to have lots of air in them 
because roots need to breathe, just 
like humans. 

“As the compost ages, the air space 
declines and roots find it difficult to 
grow because of lack of air in the 
compost.” 

He says non-organic composts 
are less likely to be affected by age 
because the nutrients will almost 
certainly be in the form of chemicals, 
which aren’t broken down so quickly. 
Which? Gardening wants

IF the weather’s been cold and 
not many fruits have set on your 
courgette plants, it’s time to give 
them a helping hand by fertilising 
the flowers. 

You can do this by locating a 
male flower, which does not have 
a swelling behind it, removing 
the petals and pushing it into a 
female flower, which has swelling 
behind it. The pollen comes in 
huge quantities, so one flower 
will pollinate many fruit. 


manufacturers to make it easier for 
consumers to see when the compost 
they buy was made - for example by 
printing a production date on the 
packaging. 

When it suggested this to the 
industry body Growing Media 
Association (GMA), it said: “GMA 
members believe they manage stock 
well. If consumers are dissatisfied 
with the quality of their compost, 
they should take it up with the 
retailer.” 

David Coop, head of technical 
development for Westland 
Horticulture, said: “Ideally, we 
would advise gardeners to use 
compost within the season of 
purchase. 

“However, we are confident 
Westland compost would be stable 
and consistent the following year if 
stored correctly and away from 
direct sunshine. This is because we

use ingredients such as peat and 
our patented West+ wood fibre in 
our composts, which are stable, 
consistent and reliable products, 
which don’t break down quickly.” 

A spokesman for Sinclair 
Horticulture, which manufactures 
J Arthur Bower’s compost, said: 
“Sinclair Horticulture’s retail 
composts are formulated to have a 
long shelf-life. 

“Any deterioration is gradual and 
the product remains efficacious for at 
least two years as long as it is stored 
well [ie fully wrapped]. 

“We encourage garden centres to 
rotate their stock, but we have no 


control over this. Should the 
consumer buy discounted older 
compost, we would advise them to 
keep an eye on their plants and be 
prepared to start their fertiliser 
regime slightly earlier if their plants 
show signs of nutrient deficiency.” 

However, Mr Barter notes that it 


would be difficult and costly for 
gardeners to prove that the compost 
they used had caused the poor 
performance of plants. They would 
probably need to employ a specialist 
company to analyse the compost. 

He said: “When you see compost 
for sale, you assume it will do what it 


says on the bag. But if it’s been in a 
retail outlet for a long time, it may 
have deteriorated.” 

So, what should we be looking for 
when buying what we deem to be 
fresh compost? 

“Go to outlets that have a high 
turnover where there doesn’t appear 
to be old stock,” Barter advised. 

“If the bags are looking stained or 
weather-worn, perhaps you should 
think about shopping elsewhere.” 

When you open the bag, the 
contents should feel fluffy and 
fibrous, not wet and heavy. Compost 
may seem hard because it’s been 
stacked on a pallet, but it should fluff 
up pretty easily. 

However, it is possible to use old 
compost as an effective soil-improver 
when winter digging or just to use as 
a mulch to conserve moisture and 
suppress weeds, said Barter, so you 
could bag a bargain if you see any 
old stock in the sale. 

And if you have a partially-used 
bag of compost from a previous year, 
mix it 50:50 with fresh compost and 
use it to raise young bedding plants 
or young vegetables, he suggests.

What to do this week 

■ Continue to earth up potatoes planted during 
March and April. 

■ Remove rhododendron flowers that have 
passed over so that energy is not wasted in 
the production of seed.

Clematis and roses: a match 
that’s simply heaven-scent 


Hannah Stephenson gives her reasons 
why this combination is simply perfect 


T HERE are some 

combinations that make 
life feel better: strawberries 
and cream, roast beef and 
Yorkshire pudding, gin and 
tonic... but for me, one of the classic 
combinations that will always bring 
a heavenly note to summer is the 
pairing of clematis and roses. 

They not only complement each 
other colour-wise, the rich blues and 
purples of the clematis contrasting 
beautifully with the colour palette of 
the rose, but they also enjoy similar 
growing conditions as both need a 
rich, fertile soil, regular feeding with 
fertilisers high in potash and 
nitrogen and plenty of watering 
during the growing season. 

Early season clematis, such as C 
alpina and C macropetala, with their 
bushy habits, are naturally suited to 
training up and masking the bare 
stems of climbing and rambler roses. 

Among the favourite combinations 
in my garden is the David Austin 
English rose, Rosa ‘Gertrude Jekyll’, 
which produces beautiful, blousy 
deep pink fragrant blooms in summer 
and the Clematis ‘Nelly Moser’, a soft 
pink-and-white-candy-striped hybrid 
that twines itself around the rose 
during the summer months. 

Clematis can cling gently to other 
plants by twining their leaf stalks 
around other stems or supports and 
will not strangle a rose through 
which they are growing. 

When choosing a combination, 
the easiest option is to go for clematis 
that flower on the current season’s 
growth as these bloom in late 
summer and autumn and are 
pruned in late winter to early spring, 
at the same time as roses. 

Some large-flowering clematis 
bloom in late spring and early 
summer on wood produced the 
previous year. These can be grown 
through roses, but you need to prune 
them when their first flowers have 
faded, which you can do while you’re 
dead-heading the rose. 


Early to midsummer-flowering 
types, including C ‘Lasurstern’ and C 
‘Marie Boisselot’, benefit from being 
thinned to five or six shoots before 
they are tied into a rose. Fewer 
flowers may result, but these will be 
larger and more evenly spaced, 
resulting in a more balanced display. 

Effective contrasts include the 
mauve Clematis ‘Prince Charles’ 
with the soft yellow rose ‘The Pilgrim’. 
The clematis has fairly small blooms 
and suits the shorter habit of the 
rose. Clematis ‘Arctic Queen’, with its 
bold white flowers, sets off the 
delicate pink of Rosa ‘Cornelia’. 

If you have a larger area to cover 
such as an archway or pergola, 
climbers are ideal for providing a 
living curtain of colour. 

The white blooms of the Rosa 
‘Climbing Iceberg’ combine

to other plants and will 
not strangle a rose they 
are growing through P 


beautifully with the deep mauve 
blooms of Clematis ‘Lasurstern’, 
which will train over an arch to 
create both a visual showstopper and 
a fragrance sensation. 

Alternatively, Clematis 
‘Romantika’ drips with inky-purple 
flowers and makes a perfect 
companion for a pale climbing rose. 

Some combinations work 
fantastically well in pots, especially 
on obelisks, which give their growth 
plenty of support, but you’ll need a 
really large pot because a climbing 
rose can make a lot of growth. 

Try matching Rosa ‘Snow Goose’, 
a small repeat-flowering rambler 
with fragrant pompom white petals, 
with C ‘The President’, which bears 
deep purple flowers from late spring 
to early autumn.

Dicentra 

THESE elegant perennials 
with fern-like foliage and 
heart-shaped flowers make a 
great addition to the border, 
combining well with low- 
growing plants such as mossy 
saxifrages and hellebores, 
hostas and hardy geraniums. 

The smaller types can be 
grown with astilbes, foxgloves 
and taller campanulas. They 
are easy plants to grow, 
tolerating sun or shade and 
most soils, but do best in 
sheltered spots in partial 
shade and a moist soil. 

If you keep them out of the 
midday sun and in moist 
ground, the flowering period 
should last longer. 

Good varieties include 
D spectabilis, a tall variety 
growing to 90cm and 
producing arching sprays of 
pink flowers. More compact 
dicentras include ‘Snowflakes’, 
which grows to only 40-45cm 
and produces clusters of white 
flowers. Alternatively, go for 
the more dramatic ‘Bacchanal’, 
the darkest red dicentra.

■ Plant out summer bedding 
in borders and containers

Chelsea leads the way... but sometimes it's a path best not taken 


WILD-FLOWER planting, an abundance of 
hardy perennial favourites and beautifully 
structured trees were among the highlights of 
this year’s RHS Chelsea Flower Show, along 
with a number of tributes marking the 
centenary of the start of the First World War. 

Star plants included astrantias, lupins, 
anthriscus (cow parsley), irises and 
verbascums and shades of cream, white and a 
variety of mauves and blues dominated. 

Andy Mclndoe, managing director of 


multi-award-winning Hillier nurseries, who 
celebrated Hillier’s 150th anniversary at the 
world-famous show, said: “Everybody talks 
about trends at Chelsea, but it will always be 
limited by what is performing at that moment. 

“When I look at show gardens, I’m also 
thinking ‘What will this look like in the middle 
of winter or in autumn?’. 

“What we saw in the show gardens was a 
much better use of structure, less based on just 
lovely perennials and the light and airy.” 


Whether any of these elements would be 
easy to replicate at home is another matter. 

“We’re still seeing the knock-on effect from 
the inspiration of the Olympic meadows - the 
naturalistic garden. Great, but you have to 
think about maintenance and how it’s going to 
work in your garden. 

“People always think meadow-planting is 
easy and low-maintenance - it isn’t. You have 
to use the right things for your soil type and 
manage it, or it doesn’t work,” he said. 


Designers made good use of space in this 
year’s show gardens as well as depth of 
planting area, so there appears to be fewer 
planting areas, but they are deeper. 

“The big trend over the last few years at 
Chelsea has been better use of trees,” said 
Mclndoe. “Some of the plants we’ve seen this 
year are easy to grow - astrantias are dead 
easy, while verbascums have to be well 
drained. But don’t plant anthriscus if you have 
rabbits - they go crazy for it.”

CITY CHIC: It is hoped the French marque’s new Cl will stand out from the city car crowd with its funky styling, value and scope for personalisation 

Will Citroenistas love Cl? 

Citroen has high hopes for its funky new Cl city car, which will offer buyers 
a stylish roll-back roof as well as a wealth of chances for personalisation 


C ITROEN’S all-new Cl city 
car arrives in July, with 
two sets of rivals - official 
and unofficial. 

The most notable 
official ones are the VW group’s 
clone troupe - the VW Up, SEAT Mii 
and Skoda Citigo - launched in 
2012. 

These impress by being pleasant to 
drive in town, or on a run, and 
through efficiency of interior space 
management. 

Other obvious rivals are the latest 
Hyundai ilO - a great-looking small 
car and very grown up in its quality 
and refinement - and Korean sister 
brand Kia’s Picanto. 

But it would be naive to assume 
that Citroen and its dealers won’t 
also have an eye on the rival 
charms of the Cl’s spiritual sisters, 
the Peugeot 108 and Toyota 
Aygo. 

This is the second time these three 
brands have teamed up to clone a 
new city car and the obvious 
inspiration behind the VW trio. 

Why do it? Well, small cars mean 
small profit margins, yet 
development and production costs 
can be just as expensive as for a 
larger car, so the pooling of resources 
and economy of scale from cloning/ 
crowd funding have obvious 
benefits. 

Where will the Cl (from £8,245) 
hope to gain an edge? 

Well, Citroen has a reputation for 
being a bit funkier than its French 
sister brand Peugeot, and definitely 
more so than Toyota, so the Cl will 
have great cachet with young buyers 
and confirmed ‘Citroenistas’. 


though, Citroen is playing the 
customisation card for all its worth, 
knowing that small-car-buyers love 
to personalise their vehicles. 

So, there will be eight body colours 
to choose from - including four 
metallics - three wheel designs and 
four interior upholstery finishes? 

The fabric roof on Airscape models 
will also be available in black, grey 
and red - and it’s a fair bet that there 
will be even more choice on that 
front later. 

Those who have an eye on the 
environment might also consider the 
greener Airdream versions (from 
£10,435) fitted with start/stop 
systems, although all Cls are below 
the lOOg/km of C02 benchmark at 
which road tax is payable. 

Standard Cl kit includes remote 
central locking, electric front 
windows, six airbags, MP3- 
compatible sound system, USB socket 
and LED daytime running lights, but 
trading up by £1,200 adds air-con, 
digital radio, seven-inch Touch Drive 
screen interface with steering- 
mounted controls, plus body- 
coloured door mirrors and door 
handles. 


The car has slick front ends with 
innovative lighting arrays and a 
hint of the looks that have made 
Citroen’s upmarket DS3 supermini 
such a hit. 

Citroen is also making much of the 
roll-back roof Airscape (geddit?) 
models (from £10,345), which 
undercut the cheapest version of the 
popular Fiat 500C convertible by 
almost three grand. 

But the cloning exercise means 
that there’s then not much blue 
water between the Cl and its sisters. 

It will sell in three trim levels: 
Touch, Feel and Flair, with the 
Airscape versions offered only in Feel 
or Flair. 

Available with three and five doors 
and only with a choice of two petrol 
engines, the entry model is the 
£8,245 Cl Touch VTi 68bhp manual 
three-door, while the range is headed 
by the £11,785 Airscape Flair VTi 
68bhp five-door, five-speed 
clutchless Efficient Tronic Gearbox 
(ETG) auto - what a mouthful. 

Those who want more power can 
opt for the 82bhp petrol versions 
(from £10,535).

respectively) outputs is well proven 
in other VW group models and far 
cheaper to buy than diesel 
equivalents, for which you will need 
to cover many more miles to claw 
back the price difference via savings 
at the fuel pumps. 

Whichever powertrain you opt for, 
though, the ST shuns the radical 
styling of the previous Leon in favour 
of classier looks highlighted by 
sharply-creased flanks that lower 
and lengthen the car in the viewer’s 
eye, an illusion reinforced by the roof 
rails - fitted as standard. 

The cabin is smart, well made and 
practical, with lots of stowage - quite 
different to the old car’s slightly 
barren look - and there is an 
excellent infotainment touchscreen. 

On a practical note, there are 
handles in the boot that allow each 
rear seat to fold flat with one pull, 
and a low loading sill with a ‘secret’ 
underfloor compartment for extra 
stowage. 

A ski-slot or through-hatch allows 
loading of long, thin items, while 
buyers can choose an optional 
fold-down front passenger seat for 
even greater load-lugging. 

But all of this pales against the fact 
that a good, well-priced load lugger 
comes stuffed with such style and 
verve. 

Like its hatchback sister, the ST 
offers good ride quality but stiff and 
composed cornering ability, and our 
15OPS diesel model proved lively 
(0-62mph in 8.6 seconds) yet 
delivered this performance with 
great refinement, claiming 62.8mpg 
on the official combined cycle. 

However, the 140PS 1.4-litre 
petrol FR model offers 8.4 seconds 
and 53.3mpg respectively yet costs 
£3,250 less - so you see my earlier 
point. 



S ALES are booming and 
SEAT is now on track to 
become as big a success as 
VW group sister brand 
Skoda. 

But there has been much 
stumbling to find the right route: 
the ill-fated Altea Freetrack 4x4, 
clashing with SEAT’s stated 
intention to be the group’s sporting 
brand: the previous Toledo - a 
strange-booted MPV; and allowing 
the Altea MPV to soldier on for 10 
years with no sign of replacement. 

But the Spanish marque’s output 
now shows a surer touch, 
highlighted by the broadening of the 
Leon range. 

Previously only ever sold as a 
five-door family hatchback, the new 
Leon has gained a racy three-door 
SC coupe version and, arguably the 
sector’s finest-looking estate, the ST 
(from £16,675). 

It’s one of those rare cars that 
looks as good in the metal as it does 
in pictures and drives as well, too, 
but the biggest bonus of all, literally, 
is a 587-litre boot and 1,470-litre 
load space 
with seats 
down, 


making it one of the roomiest estates 
in its class. 

The ST also chimes with a definite 
trend towards compact estates as 
keen drivers gravitate back to tidier 
cornering and handling after 
experimenting with small MPVs 
that, for all their practicality, lack 
style and driving pleasure. 

It’s an easy decision to make, too, 
with SEAT charging just £825 more 
for an ST versus its equivalent 
five-door Leon hatch, itself 
something of a bargain when you 
consider that this whole Leon line-up 
is based on the latest-and-greatest- 
generation VW Golf. 

That said, the ST test car was one 
of the dearer versions in the line-up: 
a 150PS (148bhp) two-litre diesel in 
sporty FR trim and featuring the 
VW group’s clever DSG twin-clutch 
automatic gearbox, which really can 
be driven as a manual if you wish. 

All of that comes to £23,640, with 
the DSG alone adding £1,250. It’s 
still good value, but check out the 
small turbocharged 1.4-litre petrol 
STs, too.

Warm welcome awaits old hand 


The Tudor Park Marriott Hotel & Country Club at Bearsted has a clear intention to develop the game 


D EPENDING on your view¬ 
point, golf has an image 
problem or it has the best 
image of any sport in the 
world. 

Either way, it is undeniable that 
golf does carry the ‘elitist’ tag and ac¬ 
cordingly some people will be put off 
even trying their hand at it, while 
others will be attracted by the per¬ 
ceived cachet of joining the most 
expensive club in town. 

It is an issue being addressed by the 
Tudor Park Marriott Hotel & Country 
Club at Bearsted, near Maidstone, 
where 26 years of golf have estab¬ 
lished the venue as one of the most 
prestigious in the county. 

On the sunny day that I visited, TV 
weather girl Kaddy Lee-Preston was 
heading to lunch with a group who 
had been out on the course enjoying 
(hopefully!) a ladies’ taster day. 

Although about a fifth of Tudor 
Park’s members are ladies, Fraser 
Liston, director of golf, is swift to 
acknowledge the potential issues.

“For women, it can be quite intimi¬ 
dating going into a golf club - it is 
male-dominated, there’s no question. 

“Although 20 per cent or so of our 
members are ladies, we’re trying to 
get more to join. We’re trying to reach 
all levels and areas of society.” 

Liston’s pedigree is impressive and 
he made the long journey south from 
Fairmont St Andrews, a five-star 
resort close to the Scottish town of 
St Andrews, widely promoted as the 
home of golf. 

Citing “career progression and the 
lure of working for Marriott” as the 
driving force for his move, he certain¬ 
ly appears to have no regrets. 

“It’s a varied job, but I enjoy it,” he 
said. “It’s massively different here and 
so much more than a normal golf club 
- people who join us aren’t just mem¬ 
bers of one of the most high-profile 
venues in Kent, they’re also a mem¬ 
ber of Marriott’s other venues. 

“And they get to use all the facilities 
such as the hotel, gym and spa.” 

There are some 450 members at 


Tudor Park and you wonder if some 
might view the 18-hole course - 
which was designed by Donald Steele, 
one of the country’s leading golf 
architects - as just an optional extra 
given everything else that is on offer, 
but Liston says most are already golf¬ 
ers by the time they join up. 

“What we’re trying to do is grow 
the game of golf,” he said. “For exam-

pie, we ran a competition in which 
the top five finishers won golf scholar¬ 
ships here. It’s developing tremen¬ 
dously anyway - we had seven junior 
members at the start of the year and 
now we have 21. 

“We work with local schools and 
every Saturday there are beginners’ 
clinics. We’ve grown their skills and 
some of those who came through the 
clinics are now members.” 

There is an embracing approach at 
Tudor Park, without question, but 
the intention is to seriously improve 
people’s game. 

A range of events with a lighter side 
has been scheduled for the summer, 
however. For example, next month 
will see a match between former Kent 
professional footballers and their 
Essex counterparts. It is hoped that 
Neil Ruddock and Teddy Sheringham 
will be among those involved. 

A similar event involving former 
cricketers is planned, as is a more cor¬ 
porate affair where amateur golfers 
will play alongside ex-footballers. 


So why the big push? 

“In business in general you have to 
look at the long-term growth of what 
you’re doing,” said Liston. “Golf is an 
ageing game - that’s one of the big¬ 
gest challenges.” 

That might surprise some when it’s 
considered how the sport has so often 
been portrayed as almost critical to 
those attempting to scale the greasy 
pole to business success - and that’s 
before the potential social benefits are 
taken into account. 

However, Liston, 33, pointed out 
that the majority of members at many 
clubs are either retired or have brought 
up their children and now have the 
time to take on a hobby or sport. 

“Also, the recession meant that lei¬ 
sure has been hit,” he said. “It’s at 
such times that it’s regarded as a 
want rather than a need. 

“There was a rise in the number of 
courses being developed before the 
recession, but after it there has been a 
decreasing number of rounds. 

“We had simply got to the stage

of golf and introduce more people than ever to its delights 


where there were too many facilities 
across the country. 

“The popularity of Tiger Woods 
brought more young people in, but 
we have to keep momentum going.” 

It’s easy enough to picture young 
people out on the course and, simi¬ 
larly, women, but it’s perhaps the idea 
of golf as a family game that doesn’t 
sit so readily with our conceptions. 

“We’re keen to get all the family 
playing,” said Liston. “It’s important 
to stress that it’s not intimidating 
here at all - it’s open and modern and 
there aren’t strict rules on things like 
jeans or wearing your socks to a 
certain level. 

“It’s still an elitist sport in a lot of 
ways. If you have to pay £100-£200 for 
a round in some places, it’s obviously 
aimed at a certain type of individual.” 

There are no such concerns at Tudor 
Park, a point that will be highlighted 
at its Family Golf Festival this month. 

It is free to attend and families can 
just turn up on the day, during which 
they will get a close-up look at facili-

ties, free tuition and the chance to hit 
some balls, but by confirming in ad¬ 
vance they can secure their own slot.
